Estates and Taxation 


T is a remarkable fact, worth examination by some of 
our political philosophers, that, in spite of a penalising 
taxation, England remains the best place in the world 
for people of moderate means to make their home in. 

Life in the English countryside affords a combination of 
reasonable pleasures, peaceful scenery and agreeable society 
that is not available for so large a number of people in 
any other nation. As civilisation becomes increasingly 
mechanised and restless, the countryside depicted in 
literature by a long line of writers from Jane Austen and 
in its degradation by Mr. H. G. Wells and still to be 
found existing beyond the fringes of the cities, is more 
and more desired as the setting for an attainable ideal 
of life. By an irony of circumstance it is precisely this 
form of life, most characteristically English, that is the 
object of the most oppressive taxation. ‘The recent Budget 
in particular left no doubt that landowners and land 
values are regarded as inexhaustible sources of supply 
by the Socialist politician. In so far as purely residential 
properties are concerned, this is a grudging tribute to the 
amenities of English country life. But when the landowner 
is regarded as a factor in the economic life of the country- 
side, the short-sighted and narrow outlook of our rulers 
is revealed. 





Our legislators are mostly townsmen and, as towns- 
men, they take the countryside for granted as a natural 
product, like virgin forest. The constant demands on 
the conscientious landowner for repairs, upkeep, drainage, 
and arrears of rent, let alone the wages paid to employees, 
lack reality to the town-bred politician. The Conservative 
Government found time to give some relief to the 
agricultural industry by the Derating Act, but every 
Government regards death duties as a legitimate source 
of income, apparently oblivious of the effect on the land 
of mulcting it, every twenty or thirty years, of a large 
percentage of the capital available for its maintenance. 

What is really being taxed in this way is not the yield 
of the land—though that is all swallowed up—but the ari 
of living a civilised life, for which our countryside afford 
the most propitious field in the world. In spite of burden 
and responsibilities, the old landowners, by hook or b 
crook, keep their heads above water and continue, out « 
affection for their homes, to do their duty by their tenant 
The value of the voluntary work in the counties perform: 
by the ordinary run of landowners is a factor that does n 
enter into the calculation of Chancellors of the Exchequ 
In his own domain, the landowner, by tradition, undertak 
a variety of services that, if performed by officials, wor 
cost the country a pretty figure ; while if his contributio 
to the administrative services were valued in respect | 
experience and disinterested ability, they would command 
handsome salary. Yet, so far from his receiving on 
the landowner pays heavily for the privilege of giving | 
services to the community. No man in his senses, 
might be expected, would take over the burdens involv 
by the possession of land in these days. Yet the fi 
remains that the Englishman’s instinct for living a coun‘ 
life is strong enough to accept the burden in order to gi 
the delight of living in the English countryside. No count 
has worked out the art of living to quite the same ev 
tenor of excellence as, assisted by climate and geograph 
our forebears have done for us here. Greater extrem 
can be found in many places—whether of scenery, sport 
society. But for those who value a harmonious combinati: 
of each, seasoned by the contact with reality afforded | 
agriculture and the landowner’s obligations, a house in t 
English countryside provides the ideal setting, the m« 
sure means. 

Thus, as fast as properties come into the market, pu 
chasers continue to come forward, not as investors of wealt 
as were the founders of big estates in the past, but as inv 
tors in life. The advertisement pages of Country L! 
weekly afford a fascinating series of scenes into which 
is a very surly or a very happy man who does not proj: 
himself in imagination. Exiles in cities or beyond seas e: 
this endless stream of pleasant places with nostalgia hardc 
ing into determination to end their days in such a ho: 
And strangers, whether from America or the Dominio: 
who have still to discover the pleasures of English coun! 
life, are often introduced to a home where they may sam 
them, through those hospitable pages. In the foregoi 
remarks we have painted the clouds and background 
gloomy colours—which, indeed, they have. But a 
sky often shows up the beauties of the landscape, particul: 
when, from the horizon or a sudden rift, a beam of sunli 
pierces through. It is unbelievable that any Governm: 
can long persist in the penalisation of landed prope! 
Further acquaintance with the economics of estates 
change of Government or, at worst, the collapse of ag 
culture that this penalisation involves, will sooner or la 
cause the balance to be redressed more equitably for ‘ 
owner of land who does his duty. Meanwhile, the ! 
of the landscape is still wonderfully unspoilt, and it 
possible among its wooded vales and moors and meado 
to approach nearer and for a longer time to the content 
Eden than beneath any other sky.

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R. MASEFIELD has often been mentioned 
; as a likely successor to Dr. Bridges, and 
{ certainly no other appointment could have 
met with such general approval. The lot of 
a Poet Laureate is a difficult and on occasions a not very 
happy one, with a public always expectant and often 
carping. Mr. Masefield has taken the wise precaution of 
saving beforehand that he does not intend to write poems 
to order—in this respect following the sensible line taken 
up by Dr. Bridges. A poet’s reputation rests on the 
quality, not on the quantity, of his verse, and if the wind 
does not fill his sails, it is better not to write at all than to 
resort to a dull, mechanical energy. But we may be sure 
that inspiration will not fail Mr. Masefield if he is left to 
himself. The poet of ‘‘ Dauber” and “ The Everlasting 
Mercy,” of ‘‘ Reynard the Fox” and many exquisite lyrics 
will not need, and certainly will not respond to, the sort 
of importunate criticism levelled at his predecessor. 
Mr. Masefield is peculiarly the poet of English life, life 
in the country and on the sea. Many of his ballads— 
“Quinquereme of Nineveh,” “‘ Down to the Sea in Ships ”’ 
and “The Tewkesbury Road ”’—already form part of our 
national heritage of song, while in “ Reynard the Fox” 
he has captured, as no one else, the thrill and magic of 
the English Hunt. ‘The beauty of ships, of hounds and 
horses, of the simple and unchanging sights and sounds 
of the countryside—the ploughman— 

Driving his team against the sky, 

the tally-ho of the huntsman, the flight of rooks, the strange, 
unearthly cry of plovers, the solemn beauty ‘‘ of dawn and 
sunset on moors and windy hills ’—these are the real 
and abiding things in Mr. Masefield’s poetry and the things 
for which he has deservedly been honoured. 


[ AST week was so cold and unpleasant that to sit over 

a fire and think about cricket was to imagine how 
the ball would sting frozen fingers and how many layers 
of sweaters must be necessary.

Two pleasant honours have just fallen to the share of 
Mr. Baldwin. He has been nominated unopposed 
to succeed the late Lord Balfour as Chancellor of Cambridge 
University, and he has been elected on the Board of 
Governors of Harrow. The -Chancellorship is, in the 
eyes of the world, the higher distinction, but it is likely 
that Mr. Baldwin is equally pleased to become a Governor 
of his old school. Indeed, it is hard to imagine anyone 
who would more wholeheartedly appreciate either of these 
honours, for there is no one who can put into words 
more graceful or more genuine, the feeling that Englishmen 
have for the places where the days of their youth have 
been passed. Whether it is the peaceful beauties of his 
own Worcestershire or the clamorous patriotism of an 
Eton and Harrow match at Lord’s, Mr. Baldwin is at his 
happiest in describing them ; he can be simple and affecting 
without stepping over the border line of sentimentality 
and he unfailingly touches the right string. Harrow and 
Cambridge are alike to be congratulated on their choice. 


THis is the week of the Walker Cup match at Sandwich, 

and British golfers have, very properly, been indulging 
in some trembling hope of winning it, even though they 
know well how formidable is the American side which 
Mr. Bobby Jones has brought with him. The competition 
for the St. George’s Cup last Saturday, on the same course 
upon which the match is played, showed at once that the 
Americans were very good and that our team could keep 
their end up with them. The great Bobby himself did 
not play, but several of the team did, and one of them, 
the ruthlessly steady Dr. Willing of Oregon, tied for first 
place, as he did when he was here before. He looked 
like winning outright when Mr. Rex Hartley had to 
finish in 3, 4, 4—perfect golf for three difficult holes— 
in order to catch him. However, Mr. Hartley rose nobly 
to the occasion, especially at the home hole, where he had a 
nasty putt to save his neck, and then proceeded next day 
to win the play-off in an emphatic manner. It is hard 
on Dr. Willing to have tied twice for this much-prized 
cup only to have it dashed from his lips, but we cannot 
help rejoicing that the first round of the summer’s battle 
has gone to us.

N view of the Housing Bill now before Parliament, in 
which provision is being made for a widespread im- 
provement of housing conditions in rural areas, a very 
special interest belongs to an experiment in cottage building 
recently made in the Cotswolds. In the village of Filkins, 
between Burford and Lechlade, Mr. Stafford Cripps has 
recently completed the erection of four cottages, which 
have been built entirely of local materials—Cotswold stone 
and Cotswold slate. ‘The cottages were originally to have 
been built by the Rural District Council, but Mr. Cripps, 
realising the unattractive, if efficient, houses which the 
average local council puts up, applied for permission to 
erect the cottages himself out of local materials and in 
the traditional style, making himself responsible for any 
additional cost. Last Saturday the completed cottages 
were opened by the Minister of Health, and it was then 
revealed that the cost of each cottage worked out at less 
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than £450. Mr. Morley Horder, the architect, believes 
that with greater organisation—this being a first experiment 
—and a larger number of orders, this moderate figure could 
be very considerably reduced. The experiment proves that 
where stone and slate lie ready to hand they can still be 
employed economically for building purposes, and that it is 
no longer excusable to spoil a lovely district like the Cots- 
wolds by erecting ugly buildings on the plea of necessity. 


A MODEST revival of the private consumption of home- 
made wine—or, rather, drinks—-led to the suggestion 
that a roadside inn specialising in these beverages would 
be a gold mine. ‘This hopeful prospect was then quenched 
by the discovery that excise licences and a network of rules, 
regulations, a menace of potential fines and a certainty of 
inquisitorial inspectors prevented the sale of home-brewed 
drinks made of fruit and sugar. This means that the 
general public will never know the subtle temptations of a 
cup of mead, the dry bitter-sweet of dandelion wine, or 
the graveyard after-taste of the agricultural worker’s favour- 
ite parsnip brew—“ Better nor any ale at the pub!” The 
excise has already killed off the old winter cordials. Who 
now gathers sloes or pricks the dark Morello cherries with 
gin and brandy at twelve and six a bottle? The cowslip 
and elderberry wines which owed their keeping qualities 
to a little drop of eau de vie no longer find place in the 
scientific dairy, and the cold hand of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has laid the still-room still in death. 


VY is so insidious an enemy to architecture that general 
satisfaction will be felt at the King’s command to strip 
all ivy off Windsor Castle. Its presence upon any building 
is a menace to its stability, sooner or later, and the days are 
long since past when romantic sensibilities admired the 
plant for its gloomy tenacity. On a national monument 
such as Windsor Castle its destructiveness is certainly not 
to be tolerated, though we cannot remember very much ivy 
upon the Castle walls. ‘The announcement goes on to say 
that no creeper or evergreen is to be taken down. It would 
appear from this that the fast-growing Virginia creeper 
(Ampelopsis Veitchii) is to be spared at Windsor. If it 
is kept under vigilant control and prevented from enveloping 
too large an area of wall, Virginia creeper undoubtedly 
produces fine colour effects. But too often it is neglected 
and allowed to conceal entire buildings of architectural 
beauty, as we have had occasion to remark with regard 
to Oxford and Cambridge colleges. With ivy away and 
Virginia creeper under control, opportunities will be created 
at Windsor for the planting of the many shrubs which 
delight in sunny walls. The large-leaved vines, pyracantha, 
wistaria, the trumpet creeper (Tecoma radicans) and such old 
friends as jasmine, roses and magnolia would bring colour 
and fragrance to walls that are somewhat austere. 


[\ buying Hengistbury Head for the public, the Bourne- 

mouth Corporation has shown for once both foresight 
and a right sense of values. Up till now the town has 
straggled and spread in the most haphazard fashion, eating 
up at a most alarming rate both the coast and the moorland 
country behind. Already “‘ Greater ’’ Bournemouth extends 
in an unbroken frontage from Poole Harbour to Southbourne, 
and there was a very real danger that the rows of pink-roofed 
houses would reach out still farther to embrace the bold 
headiand which shelters Christchurch and its harbour. 
Happily, no such disaster can happen now, and Hengistbury 
will remain unspoiled and unbuilt on. The lovely views 
obtained from its cliffs of the whole sweep of Bournemouth 
Bay, from the Island to Old Harry Rocks, have made it a 
favourite point for walkers, who will now be able to enjoy 
its clean breezes without any apprehensions about the 
future. Christchurch, too, is saved from menace on that 
side which still preserves its old-world aspect, where the 
grey tower of the priory looks over the harbour out to sea. 


SINCE the late Dr. Buchan enunciated his theory of 

recurrent cold and warm cycles he has become increas- 
ingly unpopular with meteorologists and agriculturists. 
The meteorologists abuse Buchan because they claim his 
theory is wrong, while the farmers grumble at him because 
they find the plaguey fellow is right. At all events, his 
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“first cold spell’’ seems thoroughly substantiated, and 
now his ‘second cold spell,’ the mid-May setback, is 
proved to have been accurate, so far as England is con- 
cerned, for a straight run of seven years. ‘To do him justice, 
Buchan also noted a series of recurrent hot or warm spells, 
but these, even if they occur, are not noticed by anyone, 
and the assertion that we have warm periods raises a wintry 
smile on the faces of visitors. ‘The farmer has more reason 
to grumble at the cold spells than the general public. 
The land may look green and promising to the eye, but 
despite a mild winter, the season is late.

HAVE before now complained of the unkindness of dates, 
and certainly have a right to my grumblings this time, for 
the Walker Cup match is played on the 15th and 16th of 
the month and Country Lire appears on the 17th, and 
there is no black art that can make it possible for me to 
describe the match in this number. Even in the title of my 
article I have to sit on the fence. I can call the Americans “ the 
invaders,” but I cannot call them, as Mark 'Tapley did the gentle- 
men at Major Pawkins’s boarding-house in New York, “ them 
inwading conquerors,” neither can I be patriotically prophetic 
and talk of the “ Victory of Sandwich.” I can, in short, write 
about the Americans as competitors in our championship, but 
I cannot help leing late for the Walker fair. 

On their first day in England—a bitterly cold day it was 
—I went down to Addington 
to greet my old friends in the 
American team and to see them 
play.

indeed, on that day he might have played, the best of their 
three balls. A lady whom | took with me to see him said that 
she “did not know it could be like that,” and I do not think 
the impression that he makes could be better summed up. 
The utter ease and the complete solidity of his game are 
like nothing else that golf has to show. His driving seemed 
longer than ever and his putting was beautiful; the ball was 
for ever coming on and on and right up to the hole when 
one thought it was going to be short, and there can be no better 
evidence of true hitting. ‘That which was interesting about 
his iron play was that, whereas everybody else was pitching high 
and right up to the hole, Bobby showed an un-American liking 
for the pitch and run ; he played it, naturally enough, perhaps, at 
the fifth, and, with singular audacity, he played something very 
like it at the eighth, where there 
is very little room in which to 
pitch and still less in which to 
run. It seemed to me incred- 
ible that ordinary mortals sho Id 
occasionally beat him in cigh- 
teen-hole matches, and yet they 
do. As to thirty-six holes—well, 
the question does not arise, 
because they don’t. 

There is nothing more 
characteristic of American play- 
ers than their litheness of 
shoulder and, in particular, the 
very well marked turn of the 
left shoulder in the up swing. 
It is not easy to describe, but 
anybody who has ever watched 
them will know what I mean. 
Nobody has it, perhaps, in so 
pronounced a degree as Mr. 
Von Elm, who seems deliber- 
ately to take that shoulder of his 
and force it round, with, at the 
same time, a little and most 
characteristic drop or “‘ duck ” 
of the body. At least I had 
never seen anybody else quite 
like him until I watched Mr. 
Don Moe, and he has a 
very similar method. ‘The 
slight apparent artificiality 
takes away something of 
grace, but what a good thing 
that turn is and how much 
better most of us would play 
if we could acquire it! 
There was another point 
noticeable about Mr. Moe’s 
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play which is not easy to put into words. I never saw 
any man look so natural on the putting green. Whether 
or not he is a very good putter I do not know; he was 
not putting particularly well, but he putted entirely without 
any sort of mannerism, and that is very rare. He just stood 
up to the ball quite simply and naturally and gave it a knock, 
as a man might do who had been given a golf club for the first 
time and thought this putting a silly thing to make so much 
fuss about. “ Primitive” is an epithet used of great artists in 
another walk of life, and therefore there is nothing offensive 
in using it of a golfer. 

There is a touch of this primitiveness, if I may so 
call it, about the game of Dr. Willing. To begin with, he 
holds his club in the most natural way with no overlapping ; 
but plenty of other good golfers do that. He is the only one, 
however, that I ever saw who addressed the ball with his right 
shoulder no lower than his left. We have always regarded 
that right shoulder down as one of the few essential hall-marks 
of a golfer, and yet here is a very good golfer indeed who stands 
to the ball with his shoulders exactly in a line. His putting, 
too, is an extraordinarily simple and un-mannered performance, 
with no trace of his having borrowed anything from anybody 
else, and he is a putter of deadly accuracy. Mr. Croome, I 
think, once wrote of someone as having “‘ no style, only method,”

and Dr. Willing comes as near as may be to living up to that 
admirable description. 

Mr. Francis Ouimet looks a little older than he used to 
do, and he has a right to, for, as a great-uncle of mine used to 
say, ‘‘ Forty years do make some odds in a girl,” and it is now 
seventeen years since I saw him beat Vardon and Ray at Brook- 
line. His swing, however, is lissom and graceful and full 
enough, and I saw him rattle one putt into the hole right across 
the green in the same old way and probably with the same 
old putter. He is one of the two who has taken to steel shaft 
for iron clubs; Mr. Roland Mackenzie, who at least has no: 
got the excuse of age, being the other. Mr. Harrison Johnsto 
spoke as if he would rather like to, but was withheld by a feelin 
of impiety.

AT THE THEATRE 


SOME ODDS AND ENDS 


R. ST. JOHN ERVINE has been raising once again 

the always interesting subject of over-production. 

No, not of steel or coal or vegetables, but of actors. 

The critic of the Observer is, I take it, against having 

any producer other than the old stage-manager. 
How, when I was taken to the theatre as a chiid, did that word 
bother me! Since the “ acting manager,’ whose name was 
on every programme, obviously managed the acting, what could 
there be left for the “‘ stage-manager ”’ to manage? The stage ? 
But that is by the way. Mr. Ervine writes: “ ‘To begin with, 
the producer, as we know him to-day, is almost a recent invention. 
Until a few years ago there were no producers at all, and plays 
were put on the stage almost in the way in which the medizval 
cathedrals are said to have been built, by inspiration and good 
luck. I have heard a man curse the day that Christopher Wren 
was born, and blame him for the fact that we are afflicted to-day 
by tribes of pretentious persons, calling themselves architects, 
and cannot now find anywhere the craftsmen-builders who could 
build anything from a cottage to a cathedral without fuss about 
their message or their art. ‘They did not feel obliged to wear 
eccentric clothes and comic ties, or to prate about form: they 
merely built churches and manors that shame us when we com- 
pare our buildings with theirs.” 

Now, it seems to me that whether this business of luck and 
inspiration is going to work depends very much upon the type 
of play which is being performed. Of course, even in the old 
days there was always a producer, though he did not always 
give himself that title. I imagine that Macready produced most 
of the plays Macready acted in! Henry Irving, too. And I 
don’t quite think I see Sarah or Duse or Réjane or even our own 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell being dictated to by some young man 
with too much tie and not enough beard. But then, most of 
the plavs in which these great ones appeared resembled the 
old-fashioned concerto in which there is one terrific solo sur- 
rounded by a placid sea of nothing in particular. Provided that 
Marguerite Gautier, or Magda, or Paula Tanqueray, or even old 
man Shylock, gave a smashing performance, it didn’t really 
matter very much if the other people in the play forgot to come 
on. But consider a performance of “ The Wild Duck” in 
which Gregers Werle deemed himself Eclipse and the rest 
nowhere! I wonder, too, whether Mr. Ervine has taken into 
account what happens when the actors have little or no talent 
and there is no producer to get out of the team even that little 
talent which it possesses. Some short time ago a new 
comedy was produced-—I am designedly vague about the name. 
The playwright who wrote it put up the money for it and also 
acted as his own producer. ‘The cast, as a collection of names, 
was wildly dull, but their aggregate performance was duller 
still. ‘The leading lady under-acted in a way of which a Girls’ 
Friendly Society would be ashamed, and the whole of the 
playing had the least of invention and entertainment quality 
that I can remember. The first-night audience yawned in the 
actors’ faces, and after a few nights the piece was taken off 
at the moderate loss, to the author-producer-backer, of some 
six thousand pounds. Now, this is when a producer might— 


I do not say would—have come in. He would at least h: 
been able to say to the management after the first three or f 
rehearsals: ‘‘ I’m sorry, but you can’t raise the curtain on + 
bunch!” A first-class producer cannot always perform 
miracle, but he can sometimes—and often does—avert a disas' 
Mr. Ervine continues: ‘‘ A time is fast coming when some: 
will curse the day that Harley Granville-Barker and Gord 
Craig and Reinhardt and Basil Dean were born, for unless sor 
thing is done to deliver our younger actors and actresses fr: 
the bondage of the producer, there presently will not be : 
actors and actresses at all: there will be gramophone recor 
The state to which over-produced players may be brought 
plainly seen when film actors or actresses are foolish enot 
to try to act on the stage. The poor creatures make pitia 
exhibitions of themselves.” I do not entirely agree. After 
a good gramophone record is better than nothing. But my d 
tinguished colleague need not distress himself unduly. When t 
next great actor or actress arises, the producer, as far as that play 
is concerned, will disappear like a wisp of smoke up a chimn: 
In the meantime, the producer is useful in so far as he is maki 
mediocrity worth looking at and listening to. I confess | 
not see the point of the gibe at film stars. Why should a % 
player in one medium be expected to be good in another ? 

Is the fact that a film actor fails on the stage proof that 
success on the screen is entirely the affair of his produce 
Is it a fact that film actors are all “‘ poor creatures ”’ who nec: 
sarily, on the stage, ‘‘ make pitiable exhibitions of themselves 
I have seen Pauline Frederick and George Marion (the tather 
“Anna Christie ’’) on the stage, and in my view they are / 
artists. Perhaps Mr. Ervine will cite the names of some g¢ 
film players who, on the stage, have been pitiable. I thin! 
could lay my hands upon an article in which Mr. Ervine c: 
fessed that, prior to reading some book upon the film, he ! 
never heard the names of players who, to the ordinary rut 
people, are household words. Mr. Ervine concluded that 
had been living too much to himself. Has he, since his retr 
to Devonshire, so much widened experience that he has s¢ 
Jannings and Greta Garbo and Brigitte Helm and Ma 
Dressler make pitiable sights of themselves? Come, 4 
Ervine, a list if you please! And why not an article on w 
some good flesh and blood performers fail on the screen, a 
fail pitiably ? Is it not a fact that the two kinds of acting : 
as different as chalk and cheese, and that we should not | 
tempted into making comparisons merely because both are sho.

DIOLITE’S MERIT AND FAIR ISLE’S PLUCK. 





Frank Griggs. THE START 
E have not been hearing so much this year of what 
the three year olds were going to do that were 
either trained or only half trained last year because 
of the months of hard going, due, of course, to 
the very dry and hot summer. Evidence was 
forthcoming in the opening week at Liverpool, when newcomers 
in Caerleon and Pal O’ Mine won races. Then at Newbury 
Colonel Giles Loder had smart winners in Christopher Robin 
and Strongbow, both of which had had a very light two year old 
season. ‘The Manton stable produced colts of some promise in 
Writ, Trews, Sea Rover and Rameses the Second. Major 
Courtauld showed us that he had a colt of possibilities in Silver 
Flare, who finished second to Seer for the Wood Ditton Stakes 
at Newmarket, at the Craven Meeting. 

Altogether, we were being prepared for the eclipse of the 
best performers of the drought year when the deserters were 
abruptly disillusioned. The best colt of last year has won the 
Two Thousand Guineas, and the best fillly has won the One 
Thousand Guineas. Seldom has anything so appropriate and 
so clearly ordered by ‘‘ form ”’ happened in the history of these 
classic races. Diolite was declared by the Jockey Club’s official 
handicapper, Mr. T. F. Dawkins, to be the best colt, and Fair 
Isle proved to be the heroine of the fillies’ race, just as she had 
been the best of her age and sex last season. 

There were twenty-eight runners for the Two Thousand 
Guineas, and they competed on going which had been made 
decidedly soft from much rain. It was one of the season’s new- 
comers that received the distinction of starting favourite—Caerleon. 
Diolite only shared the 10 to 1 mark with Bargany, the winner 
of the Column Produce Stakes at the last meeting, and Blenheim 
who was chosen 
to represent the 
Aga Khan in pre- 
ference to Rustom 
Pasha, whose very 
easy win of the 
Nonsuch Stakes at 
Epsom was made 
the subject of 
comment in the 
last issue. 

Christopher 
Robin was slightly 
preferred to 
Colonel Loder’s 
other candidate, 
Strongbow ; and 
Trews was the 
shortest priced 
one of the five 
Manton runners. 
Even so, the 100 
to 6 at which 
‘Trews was quoted 
is not a short 
price. The trainer 
of Blenheim had 
been most hope- 
ful until rain came 
to affect the go- 
ing.

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unstuck because of the defeat inflicted on Blenheim, as I sha!

Diolite thoroughly deserved the honours. He came int 
the picture at the right moment to overcome Blenheim on th: 
falling ground from the Bushes, and then, briskly hand ridden 
he proceeded to meet the rising ground with zest and hold of 
Paradine, who had always been prominent, and Silver Flare, wh: 
had quietly made up ground towards the end, to be beaten on] 
a length from the second. The winning margin, I may add, wz 
one of two lengths. 

A margin of two lengths is convincing enough, though I cou! 
quote instances—Colorado for one—of easy Two Thousan 
Guineas winners that could not maintain the form in the Derb 
some weeks later. As a matter of fact, Diolite did not win in 
canter. He was hand-ridden by his jockey, F. Fox, who wa 
taking no chances on the rising ground to the finish. He wa 
certainly the best stayer in the field as the race was run with « 
fine turn of speed, for I could always see him winning if onl, 
his stamina did not fail him. 

It was the big show made by Paradine which I found s 
puzzling. Thrice before he had been out this season, once t 
be beaten by Caerleon a length and a half, though he was tryin 
to give 5lb. on that occasion. He was kicked at the post at th 
start of the Free Handicap at the Craven Meeting, and nev 
caught my eye in the race. The third occasion was at Epson 
when Rustom Pasha gave him 7lb. and a five lengths’ beatin;

It with, and certainly nothing at all to criticise about his way 
winning. 

Silver Flare is a colt that is very likely to improve a lot, 
vid I shall hold him in much respect for the Derby. He is by 
Vharos, who was a good horse in a good year for three year olds, 
though he does not take after his sire except in colour. His 
dam, Silver Wand, is by Lonawand, and though I am not par- 
ticularly fond of that breeding, there is no getting away from the 
valiant show he made in last week’s race, especially as he was by 
no means well drawn. Trews showed speed, but could not 
sustain it. Another of the Manton horses in Iliad, owned by 
Mr. Somerville Tattersall, was prominent, finishing, I think, 
fifth. Caerleon ran really badly, as did both Colonel Loder’s 
colts. I thought both would have been in at the death, and yet 
they ran deplorably. 

Mr. R. C. Dawson told me that he is proposing to run Rustom 
Pasha for the Newmarket Stakes. That race, which is due to 
be run next Wednesday, should open our eyes a little wider to 
Derby possibilities. 

Two days later came the One Thousand Guineas and the 
short head win of the favourite, Lord Derby’s Fair Isle. Here 
we are given the quintessence of a prolonged thrill. Fair Isle 
only gained the day after a display of sublime courage, which 
was made all the more manifest because she was at a disadvantage 
in the matter of size. She was on the small size as a two year 
old. Really she has made very little growth, but she has kept

Sister Clover 
was on her right. ‘Torchere, who was to be so intimately with 
the dramatic finish, had not then forced her way on the scene. 

Qurrat-al-Ain had been accounted for coming into the 
Dip. Her stamina was giving out. At that moment one would 
have said that Fair Isle would proceed smoothly to her victory 
after the manner of Diolite, but instantly danger loomed up on 
her right from Sister Clover, who from a bad position in the draw 
had been edging over. On her left, coming up rapidly with but 
a few strides more to go, came Torchere in the colours of Mr. 
Anthony de Rothschild. Magnificent was the challenge of this 
filly, but Fair Isle, now touched with the whip, pulled out just 
that little bit extra which gave her the inches’ victory. Torchere 
may have been coming again, and with a very little farther to 
go she would probably have won, but she lives to fight another 
day—Oaks day at Epsom. 

I think the best two year old seen during the meeting may 
have been Reveillon, who won the Maiden Two Year Old Stakes 
for his breeder, Sir George Bullough. The interesting point 
about this handsome chestnut colt is that he is not only the first 
winner but the first runner to be attributed to the sire Solario, 
whose praises I have long sung. Solario, I am sure, was one 
of the best horses we have seen since the War, and it delighted 
me to see this son of his, Reveillon, win at the first time of asking. 

Reveillon is trained by Jack Jarvis, who the next day won the 
Wilbraham Stakes for two year old fillies with a charming individual 
named Starweed, owned by Lord Rosebery. Starweed is a 
daughter of Phalaris from Versatile, and was bred by the late

Sheldon’s initial gift enabled pr 
liminary work to begin early in 166.

Chancellor, whose accounts in the Un 
versity archives (1662-65) give early details 
of the work, including a payment of {£1 
to William Bird, the Oxford sculptor, “ fo 
the modell of the new Theatre estimate:

hile Wren, no doubt, knew of Palladio’s building, it was a 
yman theatre that he set himself to reconstruct, with a 
inassive arcade forming the lower storey of his elevation, the 

cessary addition of a roof, and his own contribution of an 
encircling gallery within. It is these two latter features of the 

sign that are the most characteristic of Wren’s genius. ‘The 
clevations, with all their charm, are immature in comparison 
to his later work. But in devising the construction of the roof, 
to span with a flat ceiling a space 7oft. by rroft., and of 
construction strong enough to permit of the storage of the 
Press’s paper and books in the attic, he had to solve a con- 
siderable engineering problem with, of course, timber as his 
primary material. And in the gallery (Fig. 4) we may see the 
earliest example of that feature which Wren was to introduce 
with such success into his London churches after the Fire. 
He expressed the gallery externally by an upper storey radically 
different in treatment from the rusticated arcading of the 
lower, pierced with large two-light windows set in bolection 
frames. Moreover, it was, perhaps, his desire that the upper 





.  oOfmassiveness. But, though 
this would seem to be the effect he visualised, his realisation 
of it suffers from a prevailing attenuation. His omission of a 
well marked stylobate makes the arches unduly elongated, an 
effect aggravated by their lack of relief. Had’ his experience 
not been confined to pen and paper, he would probably have 
given the arcade more emphatic projection. The exterior, as 
seen from Broad Street, has been considerably altered by the 
disappearance of the delightful oval dormers which Loggan’s 
print shows enriching the skyline (Fig. 5). They vanished, 
together with the original cupola, during the eighteenth century, 
the existing cupola having been erected from a design by Blore 
in 1838. While this would seem to be somewhat more elaborate 
than Wren’s—as it needs to be without the supporting dormers 
—it is in full sympathy with Wren’s work. 

Though the view from Broad Street is the more familiar 
and characteristic, the theatre is designed to be approached 
from the south, the Chancellor’s procession being accustomed 
to form up in the Divinity Schcols and, passing through the 
door inserted by Wren specially 1or the purpose, to proceed 
direct to the Theatre opposite. The south front (Fig. 3) is 
frankly a frontispiece, in which the levels alone correspond to 
anything on the other side. It is the frontispiece not only to 
the Sheldonian Theatre, but to the whole pageant of Wren’s 
career as an architect. Considered as the trial flight of the 
genius who soared to St. Paul’s and Hampton Court, it is a 
design of extraordinary interest. Not only does it display— 
tentatively, yet beyond mistaking—that accomplished serenity 
which is the hall-mark of Wren’s mind, but it is almost the 
only link left by his startling development, between English 
architecture as he found it and as, within a few years, he had 
transformed it. The phenomenon of Wren’s dawn as an archi- 
tect is so astonishing because, rising out of the uncertain gloom

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of the years 1640-60, he seems to emerge at once 
the inspired creator of St. Paul’s, self-generated and 
self-taught, unconnected with all that went before. 

Here, however, is a clue, not so much to the 
origins of his education, but to the Zeitgeist of 
Charles II’s early years. In the smallness of this 
facade’s parts and its general evidence of new idea 
not yet assimilated we have a valuable connecting 
link between the Jacobean version of Renaissancc 
architecture as exemplified, for instance, by the 
Smithsons at Bolsover, interwoven with somethiny 
of Dutch neatness, and the matured “ style of Wren. 
It is an experiment, excellent in conception and in 
many of its parts—in the treatment of the lowe: 
storey in particular—but suffering from confusio: 
up above, where the unnecessarily heavy horizont: 
divisions clash awkwardly with the pilasters su 
porting the pediment, and the two halves of 
broken pediment concealing the roof-slope abi 
no less clumsily. The upper half is overcrowd 
with mouldings and ornaments, of which the ind 
vidual elegance—for instance, the King’s cyph 
over the central window—does not redeem thi 
distracting effect.

perfected his art. The very shortcomings of | 
Sheldonian designs fascinate when considered 
relation to what they forbode. 

The foundation stone was laid with due ceremo 
on July 26th, 1664. The mason in charge was Thon 
Robinson, who leased a quarry in Headington descril 
as “‘ formerly in the liberties of the forest ” of Sh: 
over at £5 a year, often employing the same skill 
men to work the stone at the quarry as to dress 
on the site. In November, 1665, quantities of Burfo 
stone, delivered at Radcot Bridge, begin to come fro 
Thomas Strong, one of the great Cotswold build 
quarrymen who were to raise the new London.

The diagram reproduced in Fig. 7 from Elme: 
Life of Wren, and derived by him from Plot’s Natur< 
History of Oxfordshire, shows the construction < 
the roof. The ceiling is attached to a series of cross 
beams, composed of three tenoned members, whic! 
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hang from what are, in effect, flattened timber arches 
carrying the roof-covering. In a normal timber roof 
the cross-beams, while tying the bases of the rafters, 
usually support the ridge by means of king posts. 
In this case the cross-beams act as ties in tension, 
but bear no weight. The vertical posts serve not 
as supports to the rafters, but as pendants from 
thn, their lower ends mortised into the transverse 
b. ms and clamped to them with great iron stirrups 
tc hold them up. In 1720 William ‘Townsend, 
\ .brugh’s Oxford mason, examined the roof for 
¢ ects and found it had sunk tr1ins., “‘ occasioned

The external sculpture was in the hands of 
\. liam Bird, father of the better known Francis 
Ed, sculptor of the west pediment of St. Paul’s. 
H. was usually paid weekly by piecework, ranging 
in value from £6 to {10. The twenty-one heads on 
ke stones in the lower arches cost £14. Bird invented 
a method of staining marbles, not on the surface 
ony, but right through, of which he presented 
specimens to distinguished visitors, such as the King 
and the Grand Duke of Tuscany. The weekly pay- 
ments to him rarely specify the nature of his work. 
Neither in Fell’s nor in the University accounts can 
I find reference either to the admirable statue of 
Charles II over the north door (Fig. 1) or to the 
grotesque piers of the railing, which, in the absence 
of contradiction, may be assigned to Bird. The 
statue is reminiscent of Grinling Gibbons’ James II. 
The statues, on the south front, of Sheldon and the 
Duke of Ormond, Chancellor at the time, are by 
Sir Henry Cheere, circa 1735, who also carved the 
Clarendon statue near by. 

The theatre was opened at Encenia, 1669. 
The effect of the interior when filled with the 
gorgeously robed audience is enchanting, with 
Robert Streeter’s great painted ceiling, the gleaming 
brown of the painted woodwork set off by the yellow 
and white marbled gallery, and the gilt carving of 
the organ above the entrance. Nor is it less superb 
when empty, so exquisite is the finish of every detail 
and the mellow harmony of the colouring. Stair- 
cases to the gallery are provided in the north-east 
and north-west segments and to the organ gallery 
and loft in the south-east and south-west corners. 
The organ was not in place for the opening ceremony 
in 1669, a temporary one being used on that occasion. 
The existing instrument was finished in 1671 by 
Bernhard Schmidt (‘‘ Father’ Smith), one of the 
best known organ builders of the time, at a cost of 
{100 plus {10 for painting. 

In 1681 the Sheldonian just missed being the 
scene of a historical drama, when, during the crisis 
of the Popish plot and the Exclusion Bill, the 
King summoned Parliament to meet at Oxford so 
as to deprive the Whigs of the support of the 
London mob. The Lords sat in the Geometry 
School, and the Commons crowded into Convoca- 
tion House. Charles, anxious for their comfort, 
ordered the Theatre to be prepared for their 
reception, himself supervising the arrangements. 
But before they could move in, the King suddenly 
dec'ded on dissolving Parliament, which he did 
not summon again before his death, so that both 
he and the Sheldonian escaped the violent scene 
th: would have ensued. 

When, in due course, James II succeeded,

NTIL dog shows began in 1859 few efforts were made 
to bring terriers out of the rough, almost primitive 
state, and separate them into distinct breeds and 
varieties. Regarded principally as general-utility dogs, 
valued for their ability to kill vermin or bolt foxes, 


they were bred solely on account 
of their aptitude for doing the 
particular work for which they 
were most suitable. Before the 
date mentioned, strains of white 
fox-terriers were associated with 
several Hunts, but if we go back 
to the first quarter of last cen- 
tury, we shall find that the name 
fox-terrier was not in common 
use, and that black-and-tan or 
red were the prevailing colours. 
The whites came afterwards. 
Perhaps the most general dis- 
tinction at the time was between 
English and Scotch, the Scotch 
terrier then being vastly differ- 
ent from the Scottish terrier of 
to-day. In the Western High- 
lands or the adjacent islands, no 
doubt there were small terriers 
from which our Cairns are de- 
rived, but they were too remote 
to receive any attention in Eng- 
land.

No one_ knows 
exactly how Aire-

assumed that the rest of the blood comes from a hound—some say 
the otterhound and others believe that the rough-coated Welsh 
harrier was responsible. It is quite possible that seventy years 
ago or less these hounds were much akin. ‘‘ Stonehenge,” in 
his edition of 1879, remarks that “‘ between a large Welsh Harrier 
and an otterhound no one but an expert could detect any difference, 
which, after all, will be found only to exist in the coat and feet, 
and then in a very slight degree.”’ In order to protect them 
against the water, otterhounds had been bred with a thick pily 
undercoat of an oily nature, while the coat of the harrier was 
longer and more open. As otter hunting was general in Yorkshire, 
it is only reasonable to suppose that local sportsmen, who wanted

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MORE OBITER DICTA 


Et Cetera, by Augustine Birrell. (Chatto and Windus, 7s. 6d.). 
HIS little book shows Mr. Birrell, on the threshold 
of the eighties, to be as graceful and genial an essayist 
as ever, the fountain-head of a broad humanity and a 
cheerful if somewhat dry philosophy. Many of the 
papers in the volume are reviews reprinted from various 

periodicals—such work as, when issuant from the pens of the 
common literary herd, is born and dies the next hour as a review, 
and never lives to be called an essay or a “ paper.” Of this 
craft Mr. Birrell is a master of long standing, so that his essay 
on the reviewer’s functions is bound to be edifying to his juniors 
and inferiors. It brings to very many of them, too, a message 
of consolation. His dictum that “ honesty of purpose ”’ is the 
thing that matters, and that “‘ if the reviewer is careful to confine 
himself to those aspects of the book on which he feels justified 
in expressing an opinion, and eschews as an atrocious crime the 
guilt of attributing to himself the knowledge he has only derived 
from reading the book, he will seldom have any need to blame 
himself for undertaking a job beyond his capacity,” lays 
down a legal-literary precedent priceless to many a weak but 
conscientious brother, and devastating only to the spuriously 
omniscient. 

Of wider application, in these days when no at all likely 
person can escape the attentions of a publisher eager to make or 
swell his “list,” is his advice to would-be autobiographers. 
To write an autobiography, Mr. Birrell holds, is a dangerous 
enterprise, on which no wise man or woman should engage 
without first counting the cost. For every book reveals the 
personality of its author; “ self-deluded as he may be about 
his character, or however skilful he thinks he has been in con- 
cealing it—out the truth will come.”’ He quotes as an unhappy 
example ‘‘ Mr. Herbert Spencer, as stupendous an Egoist as 
Robert Southey,” who “‘ appears to have composed his colossal 
memoirs on the supposition that his readers would be either 
‘automata’ or befooled disciples,” whereas ‘‘ nowadays many 
readers are at least as clever as most authors.” 

Mr. Birrell’s essays have a strong theological bent ; 
he treats with equal facility of divines from Wyclif to 
Whitefie'd and the table-loving diarist, Woodford, and _ is 
pained at the tameness of much of the debates on the 
Deposited Book. In this congenial field he is entirely at his 





best; but some laymen may be more attracted by his study o 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, whom he remembers seeing in the street 
of Liverpool in 1856, and the very entertaining series of review 
with which he greeted the intermittent appearances of the volume 
of William Hickey’s memoirs. He tells us how he approache: 
these racy reminiscences of an unknown Calcutta lawyer wit 
considerable uneasiness, which was not at all allayed by th 
vagueness of the editorial explanation of their origin and th: 
dragging into the memoirs of an inaccurate reference to th 
Hickey alluded to in a poem of Goldsmith: and how hi 
suspicions were happily quenched by the discovery of corrobor: 
tive evidence, in scraps, but illuminating scraps, in a book o 
old Calcutta and a report of a Select Committee of the Hou: 
of Commons. His credence was justified, for as the volum« 
appeared, one by one, a mass of new testimony was forthcomi: 
from a variety of quarters. ‘Though he cannot think well 
the author’s morals, Mr. Birrell has nothing but praise for the 
memoirs. ‘If Hickey is not a good book,” he cries, “ m: 
‘The Bodleian’ perish ! ” 

Hickey’s adventures covered a considerable portion 
the globe ; and his voyage from Lisbon to India, described | 
the third volume, was clearly a stirring episode. ‘‘ Seldom, 
ever,” says Mr. Birrell, “‘ has it fallen to our happy lot to re: 
such a story of a journey round the Cape in the old days « 
sailing ships. We should dearly love to have Mr. Conrad 
opinion of it.” The adventure culminated in a meeting wi! 
Admiral de Suffren (very friendly, despite the state of \ 
existing), and Hickey gives a remarkable pen-picture of t! 
great French seaman, a simple and unconventional personag 
It is likely that Mr. Birrell’s book will bring these memoi 
many new readers. 

One of the most interesting essays is that on John Bunyai 
Mr. Birrell notes that there are more copies of “ The Pilgrim’ 
Progress ” in existence than of any other English book excepti! 
the authorised version of the Bible, and that it has received th: 
unqualified praise of every professional critic throughout t! 
centuries. He recalls the difference of opinion among Bunyan 
Nonconformist friends as to whether the book should | 
published or not.

‘HE Wilton Diptych, bought last year for the nation, has given Miss 
Jlivier the idea for this novel—or this imaginative biography, as she 
verself calls it. She makes of Richard II a young man in whom we 
an believe: attractive, artistic, ahead of his times. Her theory about 
he broomscod collars worn by him and his eleven angels in the right- 
iand panel of the Diptych is interesting ; and we may believe it or 
1ot, as we choose, for it is one of those things that can never be either 
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proved or disproved. But in using extremely modern, slangy, sophisti- 
cated dialogue, Miss Olivier defeats her own object, which is to give 
actuality to her characters. We feel that she might as well present 
to us a Richard wearing plus fours as a Richard who can be addressed 
by one of his nobles as ‘‘ My dear old ass,’ or who can address his 
wife (just before kissing her) as ‘“‘ You loathsome person.” The 
incongruity is not in the words, but in the suggestion of mental attitudes 
foreign to the age. Instead of bringing the fourteenth century any 
nearer to us, this device removes it to the realm of phantasy. On the 
other hand, to make Richard say, ‘‘ Of course, the trouble with us is 
that we’re over-civilised,” is acute and amusing, because we know 
that every generation born thinks things like this about itself. And 
the same applies to the young man _who complains, “‘ But everybody 
copies Chaucer. There’s simply nothing else to do. I wish I had 
been born when the world was younger and all the best things hadn’t 
been said by somebody else.”’ Miss Olivier, too, is very good in scenes 
of emotion, and notably in her rendering of the death of Richard’ s 
charming young wife, Ann of Bohemia. Vy Z 


Men on a Voyage, by Sarah Gertrude Millen. (Constable, 5s.) 

NO novelist possessed of any spark of greatness can fail to evolve some 
philosophy of life—the essays, some only a few lines long, contained 
in this small volume represent to some extent that of Mrs. Millen. They 
are fragmentary, perhaps, but well worth reading. The subjects 
range from ‘‘ Snobbery ”’ to “‘ Diaries,’’ from ‘‘ Lawrence of Arabia ” 
to “‘ The Real Romance,” and in the latter she makes an excellent 
case for her conviction that “‘ It is not young love or broken wedlock 
that is the romantic thing, but the uncanny power of marriage itself.”

STOCKING THE RIVER 


N the Test and many other 
rivers—where generous hosts 
give their numerous friends 
good trout fishing—it is, of 
course, necessary to add, 

every year, a considerable number of 
artificially reared fish to those naturally 
produced in the river. Otherwise the 
supply—in water which is_ probably 
fished by several rods almost daily 
during the months of May, June and 
July—would soon be exhausted. 'There- 
fore many owners of trout rivers 
maintain a nursery in which the trout 
are hatched and reared until they are 
considered large enough to be turned 
into the river. ‘The age, and conse- 
quent size, varies, of course, according 
to the possibilities of the particular 
water to be stocked ; but I now describe ~~ 
a nursery on the Test where the trout F 


are kept in the stews, and artificially }} mt 


fed, until they are three years old, at 


which age (such is the nutriment supplied) \ | a 


they weigh, on an average, nearly 2lb. 
each, as compared with the probable 1b. 
average of a wild fish of similar age. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated, I give a short descrip- 
tion of the stews. These may be roughly depicted as several

artificially made side streams which branch from the main river 


and run in parallel courses until they again join the river lower 
down; the stews are, of course, en- 
closed with wire gratings or smaller 
perforated screens at each end, so 
that the fish cannot escape from them— 
but a continual flow of fresh water is 
thus provided. 

In one stew we may see the 
“fry’?—the youngest trout which, 
only a few weeks previously, emerged 
from the alevin stage, during which 
each baby provided its own nourish- 
ment from a so-called yolk sac attached 
to the body—and this stew is roofed 
with wire netting to protect the in- 
habitants from the attack of herons, 
kingfishers and other birds which con- 
sider trout fry to be the finest white- 
bait obtainable ! 

In the next stew, a plentiful supply 
of yearlings demonstrates the care and 
correct feeding which the fry of the 
previous year received during that delli- 
cate period when the mortality is often 
devastating. 

The two year olds are allotted a 
larger area of water, and they have the 
freedom of two stews. Finally, we 
come to the stews where the three 
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year old trout of 
aldermanic girth 
are thinking with 
relish of the 
luxurious meals 
of mussels on 
which they have 
been fed for 
several months as 
a final prepara- 
tion for their 
‘“*struggle for 
existence’ on the 
natural food 
supply of the 
river in which 
they are going to 
be turned out.

It may seem a simple affair to take a few hundred trout out 
of two small streams, in which the fish are imprisoned, and to 
transfer them to a larger river adjoining ; but there are two im-

portant details 
which give a 
different aspect 
to the affair, 
viz., that the 
trout must not 
be out of the 
water at any 
time for more 
than a few 
seconds (unlike 
many coarse 
fish, trout soon 
lose vitality, and 
their health may 
be seriously 
affected, by be- 
ing deprived of 
water for even 
a few minutes) ; 
and_ secondly, 
the trout must 
be deposited in 
small batches 
at numerous 
different parts 
of the river 
where it is 
hoped they 
will remain and 
thus stock ll 
the water more 


or less equally—and when it is necessary to stock several miles, 
the procedure entailed must be realised to be appreciated. 

To facilitate their capture, the trout are collected in as small 
an area of the stew as possible ; for this purpose the level of the 
water is lowered by restricting the flow of the water at the 


inlet, and a 
drag net is 
drawn from 
the bottom of 
the stew and 
the fish thus 
driven up to the 
other end; this 
net is fixed when 
about twenty 
yards from the 
top of the stew, 
and another net 
is stretched 
across about 
fifteen yards 
farther on, to 
prevent the fish 
damaging them- 
selves against the 
hard wire grat- 
ing at the inlet 
of the stew. 
The trout are 
thus collected in 
a restricted area 
between the two 
nets; the head

where they are tipped into a 
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water-keeper 
wades in with 
a large hand 
net, and the fish 
are caught and 
transferred to tin 
baths, filled

quently put out 
in the smal] 
tributaries to the 
river). Ihe 
selected fish— 
averaging approxi- 
mately 2lb., with 
an occasiona|] 
giant of over 
3lb.—are carried 
in these tin baths 
to a bank of 
t he f£ i ver 


‘skeleton’ boat awash in the 


water. A skeleton boat is well described by its name, as it 
is composed of slats of board fixed at intervals of about an 
inch so that water can freely pass between the spaces: thus it 


is a floating 
cage through 
which the water 
runs freely. 

The skeleton 
boat—which 
holds about 200 
trout at a time— 
can then be 
towed behind a 
punt to any part 
of the river. At 
appropriate 
places the _ re- 
quired number 
of fish are taken 
out and_ liber- 
ated; they soon 
settle down, and 
may sometimes 
be seen, a few 
hours after their 
journey, rising 
to take flies ! 

The boat in 
the course of its 
travels may ex- 
perience excit- 
ing adventures; 
with the preci- 
ous cargo 
it may have

followed, as tl 
skeleton is mad 
to float eithe 
way up, but th 
section bein:

uburbia, where names are 
regarded as more genteel 
han numbers, we are ac- 
ustomed to the disparity 
yetween “ The Firs’”’ and 
complete absence of firs, 
nd are not surprised to 
ind ‘“‘ Hillcrest’? where 
here is no hill. But farther 
field, and in the country 
:specially, we are inclined 
-o believe that the name 
f a house has some definite 
onnection either with its 
ite or its associations. This 
velief, however, is quite fal- 
acious. In the case of many 
old houses, the coming 
of the Penny Post in 1840 
was probably the reason. 
Before that it was not usual 
to name houses.  Pope’s 
Villa, Twickenham, did not 
originally bear that title. 
[t was known merely as 
‘* Mr. Pope’s villa at Twick- 
enham.”’ But at least it 
had associations with Pope, 
whereas many houses, even 
well known houses, never 
had any connection with 
the men whose names they 
assumed. Cromwell House, 
Highgate, though dating 
from the time of the Pro- 
tector, was never his. And 


scores of similar misleading titles might be cited. 

This by way of preface to Calvin House, Newmarket. 
Certainly the name seems rather strange, for between the grim 
zealot of Geneva and the liveliness of the turf a great gulf is fixed 
(Calvin died about a hundred years before racing started at 
Newmarket). But this is its new name, given to it by Lord 
Beaverbrook when he acquired the house three years ago, as a 
convenient place where he could entertain his friends when 
attending the races. Formerly it was called Bedford Lodge. 

Judging by externals, the house appears to date from the 
mid-nineteenth century. It is a dull piece of design, but has 
none of those later characteristics which make the houses of the

we find the main alterations. 
entering the hall. 
oblong with the staircase rising 
principal rooms opening to right and left. 

A vestibule with double doors cuts off the entry, and the 
feeling of comfort is completed by a very colourful scheme of 
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‘nineties probably the 
worst that were ever built 
in England. 

Mr. Robert Atkinson 
was the architect commis- 
sioned to take it in hand 
and adapt it to its new 
occupation. ‘This he has 
done most successfully, and 
with very little structural 
alteration : paint and paper 
having been his chief allies 
The outside, which is 
stuccoed, remains much as 
it was. A one-storey bay 
on the front has, however, 
been removed, all the 
windows have been given 
glazing bars in place of the 
blank sheets of glass, and 
on the garden front a very 
attractive new front has 
been added to what is now 
the music room. As will 
be seen from the illustration 
below, this front displays 
a nice sense of composition 
combined with a feeling of 
grace which is characteristic 
of Mr. Atkinson’s work. 
In the centre is a tall round- 
headed doorway, with win- 
dows on either side, and 
there is a small paved ter- 
race with steps leading 
down to the lawn. The 
elements of the design are 
simple, and they are used in 
a manner that recalls the 
refinement of the Regency, 
yet a modern feeling is 


subtly incorporated, and there is a delightful delicacy in the 
details, notably in the plaster medallions on the wall face and 
the terminal vases. 

Nothing else has been done by Mr. Atkinson outside except 
a couple of archways that serve to trim up the courtyard that 
divides the house from the extensive stables. It is inside that

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decoration. What this hall must have 
looked like in its original condition we 
can easily imagine. Without doubt it 
was dreary. Now it is almost gay. Mr. 
Atkinson has covered the walls with a 
marbled paper of warm yellow, and the 
ceiling is painted the same tone. The 
doors and their architraves are the original 
ones, but now wholly transformed in 
appearance by the former being painted 
the same tone of yellow as the ceiling, 
and the latter marbled a lively blue. 
The floor is close-covered with a carpet 
having a grey ground with leaf-like 
markings in green and black, a Chinese 
rug with a blue border being laid over 
the centre space. Further notes of colour 
are added by the lighting fittings. At 
the staircase end a modern lantern hangs 
from the ceiling, and on the walls are 
two fittings built up in three tiers of 
yellowish glass in vermilion frames. 
These wall fittings (by Bagues) were 
specially designed and made for their 
positions, and are extremely effective when 
illumined by the lamps concealed within 
them. Of furniture in the hall there is ap- 
propriately very little—an engraved glass 
mirror ina black frame, aside table flanked 
by a couple of chairs of French character, 
and a modern oak umbrella stand. 

The first room on the left of the 
hall is the drawing-room. Its walls, 
with applied mouldings that simulate 
panelling, have been painted a Chinese 
green, relieved by dull gilt enrichments. 
The floor is covered from skirting to 
skirting with a slaty-mauve carpet, over- 
spread by a Chinese rug having a dark 
blue border and dull plum-coloured 
centre. The mantel is painted a soft. 
grey, and the interior is lined with 
cast-iron panels, a dog-grate standing 
on the marble hearth. Curtains of plain 
yellow brocade are hung at the windows, 
and a settee and easy chairs are covered 
with a fabric having a floral pattern 
on a black ground. The other furni- 
ture includes some painted tables and 
chairs and a gilt mirror above the 
mantelpiece, and on one wall is a 
modern glass lighting fitting of fountain- 
like shape. This is a bare recital of 
the room’s contents, and it suffices to 
indicate the general character, which is 
somewhat formal. There is, indeed, 
a feeling of austerity about it, due to 
the fact that Lord Beaverbrook has, I 
believe, no liking for minor things of 
purely decorative character. 

The adjoining room, the library, 
has a very different air. An illustration 
of it is given on this page, but it lacks 
the comfortable sense of intimacy con- 
tributed by the very large settee that has 
its appointed place in front of the fire. 
This, owing to the camera’s limitations, 
has had to be put out of the picture. 

This library is lined with bookcases 
to a height of about 8ft. Designed by 
Mr. Atkinson, they are fashioned in 
pitch pine, which has been limed to 
subdue its hot colour. The result is 
very pleasant. To the quiet tone of the 
wood is added a band of painted enrich- 
ment on the frieze; the caps of the 
pilasters are touched with green and 
gold ; and there is further colour on the 
slender wood vases which stand here and 
there, singly and in pairs, on the cornice. 
The decorative painting is by Mr. Eric 
Aumonier. The fireplace surround and 
hearth are of Hopton Wood, and on the 
chimney-breast the pitch pine has been 
worked out in quarterings. The walls 
above the bookcases, and the ceiling, are 
parchment colour, and the floor is covered 
by a slaty-grey carpet, with again a 
Chinese rug. At the windows are 
hung curtains of dull gold, with deep 
pelmets. Altogether this is a very suc- 
cessful room. Books, indeed, with their 
varying tones, always make a good wall 
lining, and when set, as these are, in 
well designed bookcases, the sense of 
satisfaction is complete.

On the other side of the hall is the dining-room, but this 
calls for no particular remark. It is serviceable and plain—almost 
to the degree of bareness. ‘The room sadly lacks, indeed, the 
painted wall decoration which was originally projected for it. 

On the ground floor there is only one other room which 
needs description. ‘That is the music room, which extends as 
a wing on the north-west side of the house. It is this room 
which has been given the new front already described. Formerly 
it was a billiard room, and a billiard room of the dullest kind, 
with a sombre oak-panelled dado and a large lay light. The 
wood panelling has been removed, and the walls and ceiling, 
including the lay light, have been painted cream. There is 
an oak-boarded floor, stained dark, and the windows are hung 
with a plain linen. Modern easy chairs and a settee grouped 
around a large central rug, with a piano left ‘‘in the white ” 
in one corner, and plain wood floor standards with parchment 
shades, complete its appointments. It is a spacious room, excel- 
lent for sound. 
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Upstairs we find on the 
first floor a goodly series of 
bedrooms, all noteworthy for 
their colourful decoration and 
interesting furniture. Bath- 
rooms, generous in number and 
well equipped, are also a feature 
of the modernising of Calvin 
House. As on the ground floor, 
there has not been much 

_ structural alteration, and the 
Victorian grates still remain, 
albeit with aluminium paint and 
colourful mantels their appear- 
ance is greatly changed. 

The late Lady Beaverbrook’s 
bedroom is a fine large room 
furnished with modern French 
pieces in mahogany and syca- 
more. The walls round about 
the bed are hung with a fabric 
in grey and silvery white, and the 
bed has a coverlet of brocade. 
At its foot is a couch of modern 
form, and_ characteristically 
modern is the dressing-table, 
with its tall central glass and low 
pedestals. In this room, over the 
fireplace, is a modern picture— 
the only picture in the house. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s bedroom 
is also large and treated in modern 
style, its furniture having been 
designed by Mr. Atkinson and 
speciallymade. A rosy colour— 
a sort of pinkish-apricot tone—is 

used on the walls and woodwork, suffusing a feeling of warmth. I 
saw the room by day, when the colour appeared to me rather strong, 
but I have no doubt that at night-time it is exceedingly pleasant. 
The bed with its shaped head and the pedestals on either side are 
painted in the same key as the walls, and as a contrast to this there 
are plum-coloured hangings with a carmine frill, and a plum- 
coloured silk coverlet; the floor being carpeted in grey, and 
relieved by a Chinese rug. Adjoining this room—actually with a 
couple of steps leading down into it—is a bathroom gay with 
colour and excellently equipped. Its walls and ceiling are covered 
with a blue marbled paper, and the floor is of green rubber with 

a white and yellow border. The white bath has a yellow enclo- 

sure, and there are yellow curtains at the windows. 

The other bedrooms and bathrooms are similarly colourful, 
and especially effective are the varied marbled papers which are 
used in the bathrooms. These papers, indeed, in company with 
the gay paint, modern lighting fittings and furniture in styles of 
to-day, entirely rejuvenate the house.

Mr. Darby accepts the above 
proposal with the understanding that if 
when the Fontana is put in order he might 
not find it convenient to purchase that 
picture Mr. Wilson will have no objection 
to take it as £500 on the above debt.

ANT HILLS. 
To THE EDITOR. 

Sir,—In reply to ‘‘G. H.’s” enquiry as to 
how to destroy ants: Drive down into the 
ants’ nest a bluntly pointed stick, then withdraw 
and insert a tube of about the same diameter 
(say the diameter of the handle-bar of a 
bicycle) and pour down the tube one or two 
ounces of carbon disulphide. It is easy to 
know when the stick is driven in far enough 
because it passes fairly easily through the nest 
and the resistance increases when the solid 
ground is reached. Insert the tube not quite 
as far as the stick has pierced. If the nest is 
a large one, two or three injections at different 
points may be necessary. ‘The weather must 
be dry and warm, as this encourages the 
evaporation of the liquid and the penetration 
of the gas into the galleries. Remember the 
carbon disulphide is highly inflammable.—- 
FRANK BALFOUR BROWNE. 

[We have consulted several authorities 
on the question raised by our correspondent 
““G. H.” last week and dealt with above by 
Professor Balfour Browne of the Imperial 
College of Science. Opinions appear to agree 
that the ant hills should be cut and chemically 
treated and the field afterwards manured and 
used for hay. The cutting of the hills can be 
done at any time of year which is most conveni- 
ent; but merely cutting them will not destroy 
the underground portion of the nest, and the 
hills are likely to be re-built. In order to prevent 
this chemical deterrents might be used, the 
least expensive probably being to work into 
the site of each hill a few ounces of crude 
naphthalene. If the nests are fairly deep down 
under the hills, and if such chemical treatment 
is adopted, the cutting of the hills should be 
postponed till the summer. It has been observed 
that ant hills seldom develop in grass fields 
used for hay, and it is possible that by laying 
up the field for hay for two or three years 
further development of the hills might be 
prevented. If this method is followed, the 
field should be treated with nitrogenous manure, 
such as ammonium sulphate, in order to en- 
courage as strong a growth of grass as possible. 
It is quite evident from the correspondence 
we have received that the matter is one of con- 
siderable moment and that many are in exactly 
the same position as ‘“‘ G. H.’’ Some may have 
already adopted either one of the methods 
suggested above or some other method of their 
own.

To THE Epiror. 

Sir,—The usual method of dealing with ant 
hills is to take off the turf which is laid upside 
down. The hill is dug out, and the soil removed 
is left exposed to the weather. As a rule the 
turf is not replaced for two or three weeks. 
It is a tedious business and must be repeated 
for several years if it is to be efficient. It always 
seems to me that it would be a good plan to 
put a portable hen-house with some fowls 
into the field before the hills were dug out. 
I believe the birds would completely extermin- 
ate the nests, once they were opened up. Ants 
can be killed by poison, both naphtha and carbon 
bisulphide being effective; neither of these 
would affect stock grazing on the field later 
in the year, as they are very soluble and quickly 
washed out of the soil. ‘The reason they are 
not generally employed is undoubtedly partly 
due to the cost and partly due to the fact that, 
having killed the ants, the hill still has to be 
levelled.—W. C. 


To THE EDITOR. 
Sir,—A recent mention in Country LIFE of 
a smuggler’s grave and epitaph in Kinson 
Churchyard prompts me to put on paper the 
stories of an old henchman of my youth. Born 
about two and a half miles from Kinson, I 
know the neighbourhood and its associations. 
The old fellow—by name George King—was 
the supposed protector of my brother and 
myself on fishing and shooting excursions at 
Longham. on the banks of the River Stour. 
He had been one of the large number who 
took part in the smuggling which was carried 
on along the coast of Bournemouth Bay 
100 years ago or more. He died, I think, in 
1885, and was eighty-four or eighty-six years 
old at the time. Looking back on what he told 
us, one marvels, considering the scanty means 
of communication in his young days, at the 
successful way in which quite large bodies of 
men were assembled at a particular time and 
spot on those cliffs on which Bournemouth now 
stands, so that their presence should synchronise 
with the arrival of the boat bringing the goods 
to be landed. On some occasions several 
:.undreds of men must have been required : 
and this shows how much more populous 
country districts must have been in those days 
than now. Apparently the whole of the arrange- 
ments were carried out by a certain Dr. Gulliver, 
who lived at Salisbury, and he seems to have 
escaped not only arrest but even suspicion. 
The plan of operations seems to have been 
always much the same—word came by some 
secret means to the local captain. One clue 
to these mysterious messengers was the finding 
sometimes of a horse covered with mud and 
foam in the stable in the morning, but payment 
also in the shape of a keg of best brandy under 
the manger. Each district had its local captain. 
In our village a man named Shave had been 
one. He died about 1875. He would never 
divulge anything, replying ‘‘ Least said about 
that, the better ’—which was a pity, as his 
story would have been most interesting. It 
was supposed that he had been present at times 
when there had been bloodshed. The captains 
called up their local band of men, who gathered 
by various routes at some ordained spot in 
the rough country along the cliffs or the sea- 
shore. There they lay hidden, waiting for the 
signal light from the incoming boat. At that 
time there were no houses except, perhaps, a 
hunting lodge and an inn. These boats were 
of shallow draught, running right in till they 
touched the sandy shore. A cord of exceeding 
suppleness was then passed to the waiting men, 
who cut off what they required to sling two 
of the “tubs,” as they called them—small 
firkins of spirit—over the shoulder, one in front 
and one behind. This cord evidently made a 
great impression on old King, who was never 
tired of wondering of what it was made. He 
thought “it must have been silk, and a fair 
shame to cut it.” As speedily as possible the 
tubs were thrown overboard or handed to the 
men, each of whom was responsible for two 
tubs. The boats did not stand upon the order 
of their going, but were off as soon as possible. 
Directly the tubs were slung the men dashed 
off inland. Hiding places for the cargo were 
various—ruined cottages, manure heaps, the 
wild heather some eight miles inland, where 
it remained until removed in carts presumably 
carrying peat or other commodity back to the 
Salisbury headquarters or elsewhere. Needless 
to say, every means was taken to prevent prying 
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eyes about these caches: chains were rattled 
in an old ruined cottage to show that the ghost 
still haunted it; the precinct of the gallows 
up on the heathland was also favoured, as it 
was a spot from which people instinctively 
kept away as being haunted. The gangs re- 
quired varied in size according to the cargo, 
but as many as 200 would come through our 
village at a time, and ‘‘ It was a curious thing, 
sir,” said the old man, with a knowing wink, 
““the exciseman lived where the policeman 
does now, and when we reached that spot, 
the leader would stop and tap three times on 
the door, and it opened just wide enough for a 
tub to pass through, and then it closed again 
and we passed on.”’ Old King’s father intro- 
duced his son to the smuggling profession when 
he was a lad of nineteen. This would be about 
1819 or 1820. There seem to have been giants 
in the land in those days! This father was a 
‘terrible strong man, he could lift a sack of 
wheat with his mouth!” I was told that my 
grandfather could hold one of the dining-room 
chairs, with one hand, out at arm’s length, 
and this was some feat, as they are remarkably 
heavy, and none of our generation could hold 
one out with both hands! The first expedition, 
so far as King was concerned, was not altogether 
a success. The tubs were landed all right and 
they proceeded on their way home. It was a 
hot and thirsty night, and a halt was called 
at a pond by the roadside. A tub was sunk in 
the pond till the water flowed over it, the 
head was then knocked in and the party drank, 
each as he liked, off the top of the tub. The 
young George was very thirsty and the liquor 
palatable, so ‘‘ I had a great pull at it,” he said, 
“not knowing how strong it was, and I got 
drunk as a lord! My fayther was that angry 
with me he took me by the scruff of the neck 
and flung me into every pond we came across all 
the way back, and I never got drunk again, sir,” 
was his description of his fall from grace. 
On one occasion there was a larger landing 
than usual, and a big gang of men was required 
—1,100 tubs to be landed, and this would mean 
550 men. How they were collected is a mystery. 
On this occasion disaster befell. The “‘ Pre- 
venter’”’ men, as he called the coastguards, 
evidently got wind of what was happening, 
possibly through such a number of persons 
being engaged. The cargo was put ashore and 
the men were busy getting their tubs, when 
down came the Revenue officers. A sauve qui 
peut followed. King had his two tubs slung 
and ran for the cliff—it was somewhere near 
the Chine at Bournemouth—“ a gret feller,” 
as he described it, came after him and slashed 
at him with his sword. It fell on his shoulder, 
severing the cord and letting the tubs fall. 
King grabbed the one which fell in front and 
ran for his life and escaped. Only nine of the 
tubs were saved that night, so the Revenue 
officers had a good haul. Another time a 
landing had taken place somewhere near the 
mouth of the Avon, near Christchurch, and 
the gang were proceeding inland by way of the 
village of Hern. ‘There, at the crossroads, a 
soldier on horseback was stationed to watch 
for them. It was a muggy, misty night, and 
the unfortunate soldier slept as he sat his horse. 
A rough fellow in the gang—‘‘a rough cus- 
tomer,” George called him—saw an opportunity 
of paying some score, imaginary or otherwise, 
and, having a stout pole in his hand, hit the 
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sleeping sentry on the side of the head and then 
in the words of George, ‘“‘ gave him a fleister 
under the chin to keep him in his place.”

PROLIFIC LAMBING. 

To THE Eptror. 
Sir,— Your correspondent’s experience with 
Border Leicester-Cheviot cross ewes (or Half- 
breds, as they are known in Scotland) prompts 
me to record the results obtained in the small 
flock belonging to the Midland Agricultural 
College. Twenty-two ewes of this cross were 
purchased in August last at a cost of 76s. each. 
The majority were mated with a pure-bred 
Suffolk ram lamb and the others with a 
Ryeland ram. They were mated to lamb down 
in February, but whereas the pure-bred 
Ryeland ewes on the farm obliged in this 
respect, the Half-breds took their own time 
in the matter, so that lambing did not com- 
mence with these until March. Of the twenty- 
two ewes, one went into a decline in January 
and was disposed of, while two ewes pioved 
to be barren. The remaining nineteen gave 
birth to thirty-seven lambs, of which four 
died at birth or soon after, leaving thirty-three 
This number represents a return of 150 per 
cent. of lambs on the total number of ewes 
originally purchased, or of 173 per cent. of 
lambs from the nineteen fertile ewes. Of the 
two crosses tried this year, my own preferences 
are for the Suffolk cross, the lambs being bigger 
and quicker growers for early sales, though 
the Ryeland cross is good for a small type of 
early fat lamb. The half-bred ewes, in addition 
to high fecundity, are invariably good nurses 
and have remarkably large udders. In con- 
sequence, the lambs usually make rapid pro- 
gress. The first draw for market was made on 
May 7th, and the five lambs sent in made 
6os., 6os., 558., 52S. and 47s. respectively. 
A notable feature this year has been the pre- 
ponderance of ram lambs, but these have all 
been successfully de-sexed by the bloodless 
method. The fecundity in the pure-bred 
Ryeland flock this year is 120 per cent. of 
living lambs. High fecundity is also associated 
with some other north country cross-bred 
ewes. These are respectively the Wensleydale- 
Blackfaced Mountain cross, which in Yorkshire 
is known as the ‘‘ Masham,” and the Border- 
Leicester-Blackfaced Mountain cross, which 
in Scotland is known as the ‘ Mule” or 
““ Grey-face.”” These, too, are usually mated 
with Down rams for early fat lamb production. 
—H. G. Rosinson. 

To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—Mr. Hewieson, the manager of the Wye 
College Farms, informs me that ewes of this 
cross have been kept on the College farms for 
the past four years and that the number of 
ewes put to the ram and the lambs sold from 
them have been: 1927—50 lambs sold from 
37 Ewes ; 1928—102 lambs sold from 72 ewes ; 
1929—107 lambs sold from 62 ewes ; 1930— 
240 lambs born and alive to date from 179 ewes. 
In 1927 and 1930 a large proportion of the 
ewes were young ewes which were producing 
their first lambs. He says that the lambs pro- 
duced by these ewes by a Southdown ram have 
been sold fat in July and August and that they are 
very popular with the butchers. The accompany- 
ing photograph was taken last year.—V. F.

A FRENCH TOWN OF EDWARD I. 

To THE EpDITorR. 

Sir,—The traveller from Périgueux to Cahors, 
if he turn aside from the main road for a few 
kilometres at Mazeyrolles, can visit a little 
town that was founded by an English king 
and still keeps its medieval air and plan. 
Edward I founded Monpazier—Mons Pacis— 
in 1286 as a bashde or fortified new town on 
the marches of his province of Guienne, in 
collaboration with the local lord. The town 
was divided into rectangular plots; it was 
surrounded by a wall and ditch and defended 
by gates, at the expense of the founders ; 

and the settlers were given one or more plots 
on condition that a house of a certain size 
should be erected there within a given time. 
Here they were to live and to derive their 
sustenance from arable and pasture lands 
outside the walls. By 1289 the inhabitants 
had not completed their houses as they had 
agreed to do, and had to be warned that they 
must fulfil their engagements. The country, 
and Monpazier with it, changed hands fre- 
quently in the course of the Hundred Years’ 
War; in 1346 Henry of Lancaster, Earl of 
Derby, recaptured Monpazier for the English, 
but it was finally lost to them about 1370. 
Monpazier still keeps its chessboard plan almost 
untouched, though a convent covers two rect- 
angular plots in the south-east corner, and an 
oblong strip of land that has been added to 
the west is divided into two plots only, corre- 
sponding to blocks of two or three rectangles 
of the older part. Four streets run north 
and south, and four others cut them at right 
angles. The long, straight lines of houses 
and garden walls that bound it still give it a 
fortified air, and three of the arched gateways

that ended its streets survive and still show 
the grooves for the hanging gates or port- 
cullises that strengthened them. The central 
square of the chessboard is a place still almost 
completely surrounded by broad, low Gothic 
arcades, called in the country les grands 
corniéres ; 1m the corner is a market of open 
timberwork ; in another place at the north- 
eastern angle stands a dignified church, without 
aisles, but nobly vaulted in its nave and apse. 
Opposite is the Maison du Chapitre, a gloomy 
medieval house of dark stone, and near it 
other houses whose doors, windows and 
arcading bear the stamp of the fourteenth 
century. ‘The streets run straight from gate 
to gate—the two central ones in either direction 
passing under the arcades of the square— 
and give charming perspectives that lead to 
the open country beyond. The whole, in its 
logical and symmetrical planning, is in marked 
contrast with the crooked ancient streets of 
Périgueux and the neighbouring towns, and 
shows how far the science of town planning had 
progressed in the Middle Ages.—JoAN Evans.

The doings of the “ tutti-men’”’ appear to have 
no small degree of likeness to the ‘‘ heaving ”’ 
regularly carried out in Ludlow many years ago 
on Monday and Tuesday of Easter week. 
Apprentices and other decent youths of the 
old Shropshire town then took a chair which had 
been dressed with ribbons, evergreens and 
flowers ; also a posy and a basin of water. 
(Did they get the latter from the Boiling Well, 





so much esteemed by Ludlow folk of bygone 
days?) Thus armed, they went from house 
to house where any popular or pretty girl was 
known to live ; the lady was placed in the chair 
and was then “ heaved”’ as high as possible; 
the posy was dipped in the water, and the girl’s 
feet sprinkled “‘ by way of a blessing.’’ Nothing 
is said about kissing, the only apparent quid 
pro quo for the compliment being some light 
refreshment ; hot spiced ale was popular. 
“It was a very pretty, pleasant old game,” 
remarked an aged Ludlow gentleman some’ 
fifty years ago— ARTHUR O. COOKE.

VISITORS TO THE RIVIERA. 
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THE ROYAL EXCHANGE ASSURANCE 


VER since the grant of its 
EK, charter two hundred and 
ten years ago the Royal 
Exchange Assurance has_ been 
housed in the actual buildings of 
the Royal Exchange. The chief 
promoter of the corporation, a 
gentleman of the name of Case 
Billingsley, was in the firm of 
Billingsley and Bradley, solicitors 
to the Mercers’ Company, which 
Sir Thomas Gresham had left part 
trustees of his famous Bourse. At 
that time the Exchange had lost 
much of the popularity it had en- 
joyed a century earlier, so that it 
was not difficult for Billingsley to 
obtain from the Mercers’ Company 
the premises to which the corpora- 
tion owes its name. 

It was the second Exchange 
in which Billingsley and his directors 
established their company for mar- 
ine insurance in 1720, the year of 


the South Sea Bubble. Its prede- 
cessor, “‘the comely Burse for 
Merchants,” which Sir Thomas 


Gresham built between 1564 and 
1569, was destroyed in the Great 
Fire. It was a building unique in 
England, designed by the Flemish 
architect, Hendryk, and built very 
largely of materials imported from 
the Netherlands. Hogenburg’s en- 
graving shows how typically Flemish

it was—a building which one might 
reasonably expect to find in Antwerp 
or Bruges, but certainly not in 
London. The first stone of the 
second Royal Exchange was laid 
by Charles II in 1667. The work 
of re-building occupied two years. 
Edward Jarman, the architect, 
reproduced the arcaded court and 
the steeple in his new design, which 
otherwise was in the style which 
Wren was to refine and familiarise 
during the next fifty years. 
Jarman’s building was destined to 
the same fate as Gresham’s. In 
the fire of 1838 the Royal Exchange 
was once again reduced to ashes. 
But it was not long before its 
successor rose on the same site 
and in the form we are familiar 
with to-day. 

The Royal Exchange Assurance 
was assigned premises on the 
Cornhill side ot Tite’s new building. 
With the recent removal of L'oyd’s 
to Lime Street, the north and east 
sides have also been taken over. 
The work of adapting the new 
premises and redecorating the old 
hes recently been completed under 
the direction of Messrs. Mewes 
end Davis, and the Royal Ex- 
change Assurance is now housed in 
@ manner worthy of its long and 
honourable history.

‘N itself the fact that would-be buyers 
of real estate have so vast a field of 
choice as that revealed by a glance at 
the present or, for the matter of that, 
every issue of COUNTRY LIFE, would not 
necessarily be gratifying.

THE NORFOLK HOUSE AUCTION. 
PPLICATIONS to view Norfolk House 
poured into the St. James’s Square 
offices of Messrs. Hampton and Sons through- 
out last week, but the Duke of Norfolk is 
still in residence, and, in any event, most of 
the applicants only wanted to see the house, 
and they can wait. The enquiries from 
possible buyers have been met as far as possible 
by permission to make the necessary inspections 
and valuations, and it would seem not unlikely 
that the destiny of the house is that it will 
be divided so as to allow of independent use 
of the two frontages. The plan is such as 
to afford ample space for that mode of dealing 
with it. But on this point the agents have 
nothing to say at the moment, thei instructions 
being to offer the entire property of some 
30,000 sq. ft. of unrestricted freehold as a 
whole.

William, who fought at Flodden, became 
Constable of Richmond and Middleham Castles, 
and was summened to Parliament as Lord 
Conyers. According to Leland, who viewed 
“the chiefest housse of the Lord Coniers, 
a iij miles from Suale and a ij miles south from 
Keterick,” not many years later, this owner 
““did great cost on Hornby Castle, which 
before his day was but a mean thing.” The 
outer walls, and the inner court with carved 
doorways and heraldry, are much as he left 
them, except for Georgian windows. The 
Conyers male line at Hornby failed with the 
third Lord Conyers, whose daughter carried 
the estate to the family of Darcy, and in 1640 
the title was revived in favour of her son. 
In 1778 the estate was without male heir on 
the death of Lord Conyers, joint Secretary 
of State with the elder Pitt to George III. 
His daughter Amelia married Francis Godolphin 
Osborne, Marquess of Carmarthen, afterwards 
Duke of Leeds, in whose family Hornby 
remained until its recent sale. It was described 
and illustrated in Country LIFE (Vol. xx, 
page 54).

INE French furniture of the eighteenth century, though 

it epitomises - very definitely the national esthetic 

feeling, sometimes finds its place very aptly in English 

Adamesque interiors, as in Lady Fitzgerald’s London 

house, 16, Mansfield Street. With the exception of a 

set of gilt stools with carved baluster legs (Fig. 8), in the style 

that Daniel Marot introduced into England, the collection is 

limited to the rococo period and the later classic revivals under 
Louis XVI and the short Empire of Napoleon. 

During the earlier period, the French cabinetmakers reached 

a technical perfection and refinement of invention required by

their customers, who, from the King downwaids, demanded 
““une belle maison bouigeoise.” ‘‘I think,” wrote Mercier in 
his Tableau de Paris, ‘‘ that our furniture inventories would 
greatly surprise one of the ancients, should he revisit this world. 
The language of auctioneers and valuers, who know the names 
of all this great collection of superfluities, is a very delicate 
tongue, and very rich, and entirely unknown to the poor.” 
This style’s science of curvature is most completely expressed 
in its seat furniture—the many canapés, chairs, fauteuils and 
bergéres which have not a single line that can be called straight. 
In the many varieties of seat, the eye is led from one curve to

another, flowing forms without a break. The leg flows into 
the seat framing, the arm support inte the arm, while “‘ the arm 
carries on the back just as a branch continues the trunk of a 
tree, or a limb continues the trunk of an animal.’’ The back 
is usually fiddle-backed, or pinched in half way, while the leg 
invariably curves into the cabriole. Chairs were divided into 
light chairs, easily moved about, and the larger armchairs 
shaped and differentiated for their use. The bergéve was a wide 
end deep armchair with joues pleines, or filled in between the 
arms and seat, and with a squab cushion; a variety of the 
bergéve was the fauteuil ad joue or confessional (Fig. 5), with its 
wings furnished with “ears ”’ or “ cheeks ’’ to support the head. 
Here seat and sides are caned, while the back, squab and ears 
are tapestry-covered ; and the seat frame is vigorously carved 
with a winged cartouche, and the legs with a draped lion mask

and leaf-pendant. In the centre of the top rail is a cartouche 
with the fleurs-de-lis of France. The frame of the small armchair 
is also richly carved, the seat, back and arms covered with 
tapestry (Fig. 6). 

The style of furniture in fashion from about 1760 to the 
days of the Revolution is known as that of Louis XVI, though 
it was termed at the time /e style antique, or the “‘ Greek ”’ style. 
The reaction against free design and asymmetry, which had 
been pushed to its farthest limit of excess, was, it is true, 
based upon recent discoveries and forgotten or buried antiquity ; 
but in it there was a very small admixture of archeology. The 
straight line, however, returned to structure in furniture, and 
there is an element of classic architecture in its mouldings and 
enrichments. Cochin, in 1754, had begged woodcarvers to 
turn aside from “all these herbages, bats’ wings and other

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sorry trifles that are now customary” to “the modillions, 
dentils and other ornaments invented by men who knew so much 
more about it than they do”’; and these details are freely used 
in the minute scale suitable to furniture, with the column, the 
pilaster end the entablature. Of this period are the two 
sets of gilt-framed chairs and settees with fluted, tapering, 
cylindrical legs (Figs. 1, 2, 3 and 4), in which the subjects of 
the coverings are bergeries and grouped birds and animals. A 
glcbe clock, supperted by the Three Graces, and a pair of tables 
richly msunted with gilt bronze, also of this classic period, are 
gathered in the small boudoir, in which the pane!s on the walls, 
of graceful arabesque tapestry, are cf Gobelins workmanship in 
silk. In this pair of tables with tops of porphyry the gilt bronzes 
by Gouthiére are a transparent overdress thrown over the wood- 
work, The frieze is overlaid with foliate scroll, centring and 
starting from two small satyrs blowing horns. This fine foliate 
scrollwork, festconed with flowers, develops at the ends into 
vine trails. On the tapered legs is applied, cn all four sides, 
a ribbon-wreathed pendant of trophies, pan pipes and other 
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musical instruments, with the Bacchic thyrsus; and each ics 
is headed by a beautifully modelled bust of a smiling child 
Bacchant draped with a fawn skin and supporting a voluted 
capital. These children’s heads are as lifelike and sculp- 
turesque as the work of Pajou, while the frieze and 
pendants are chiselled and cut with the finish of goldsmiths 
work (Fig. 7). 

The same frieze of horn-blowing satyrs and scrolls is re 
peated, though in a shorter section, on a mahogany commode 
in the Louvre, of which the mounts are attributed to Pierre 
Gouthiére, the great sculpteur ciseleur (1740 ?—-1806), whose 
characteristic is “‘intensité de vie extraordinaire et le plus 
souvent de vie riante, abondance des détails que sont traités 
avec minutie, trés grand souplesse et recherche de cette souplesse 
dans le décor végetal.’”’ The same finish of jewel-like foliate 
gilt bronze scrollwork is found on a porphyry-topped table in 
the Wallace collection, also by Gouthiére, where the tapered 
term-shaped legs are also headed by draped human busts and 
overlaid by gilt bronze pendants on all four sides. af. 





SPORTING PICTURES AND PRINTS 


F anybody has still a doubt as to the necessity for a National 
Collection of Sporting Pictures he should go to Messrs. 
Ackermann’s Gallery in Bond Street and see the collection 
of oil paintings and colour prints which is there assembled. 
He will see not, it is true, a representative collection of the 

greatest of our sporting artists, but a sufficient number of good 
examples of their followers and a sufficient number of excellent 
prints to demonstrate the fine quality and the virility of that 
school of painters of sporting pictures which England produced 
in the eighteenth century. Their quality is unique, though 
their real excellence has only quite recently come to be recognised. 
Unfortunately, this late recognition has meant that our national 
collections are almost destitute of this essentially English and

entirely unrivalled work. The Prime Minister and Mr. Baldwin 
recently made an appeal to the owners of such pictures to aid 
them in their endeavours, as Trustees of the National Gallery, 
to make the collections at Trafalgar Square and Millbank really 
representative so far as sporting pictures are concerned. How 
far the appeal has been successful is not at present known, but it 
is quite obvious to anybody who visits the Ackermann Gallery 
that many fine specimens of this, school are coming on the market, 
and that in these days of mounting prices there is not a moment 
to be lost. A fine and complete set of Alken’s prints of the 
Badminton Hunt, which was discovered the other day in a country 
house, fetched no less than £1,150 when it was sold at Christie’s 
last Tuesday. This would have been considered incredible

not many. years ago. And the higher the prices go the more 
chance there is of seeing these prints and pictures sold abroad. 
The essential thing which strikes one in looking at the oil 
paintings in the Ackermann Gallery is the amazing “‘ Englishness ”’ 
of these predecessors and successors of the great Stubbs and 
Marshall. The work of Sartorious, Ferneley and Herring— 
all of whom are represented—show them not only as consummate 
craftsmen, but as essentially and delightfully English, both in 
their choice and treatment of subject and in their artistic outlook.

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A SATINWOOD SECRETAIRE 


URING the Late Georgian period the severe archi- 
tectural treatment of cabinets and secretaires was 
dispensed with, and the upper stage, which was fitted 
with clear glass doors divided into quarries by slender 
glazing bars, is surmounted by a light moulded cornice. 

In a favourite type the secretaire consists of a lower stage fitted 
with drawers, “‘ the accommodations for writing being ”’ (according 
to the Guide) ‘‘ produced by the face of the upper drawer falling 
down by means of a spring and quadrant, which furnishes the 
same usefulness as the flap of a desk.”” The exterior, therefore, 
has rather the appearance of a cabinet, and within the writing 
drawer are fitted the cupboards, pigeon-holes and shallow drawers. 
In a fine satinwood secretaire at Messrs. Harris’s of New Oxford 
Street this writing drawer is distinguished from the other three 
by its greater depth and by its large ovals of curl mahogany. 
In the upper stage, which is surmounted by the pear-drop cornice 
characteristic of the last years of the eighteenth century, the 
glass doors each centre in a large urn which is fitted with looking- 
glass, the slender glazing bars being veneered with tulipwood. 
At the apex of these covered urns is carved the Prince of Wales’s 
plume of feathers, a favourite motif of Hepplewhite, and one 
which he emphasises in the Guide. 

In the same collection there is also a mahogany tripod table 
having its original tray top pierced in a series of short scrolls 
interrupted by pierced hand-grips, while the legs are carved 
on the knee and terminate in paw feet. A set of six mahogany 
chairs shows an unusual Chinese detail on the bow-shaped top- 
rail, which is carved in the centre with a pagoda-shaped cap, 
which also finishes the extremities. The cabriole legs finish in 
claw and ball feet, and the vase-shaped splat is pierced with an 
elaborate strapwork. Among the furniture of the walnut period 
at Messrs. Harris’s is a centre table veneered with figured wood 
on the frieze and top, while the spirally turned legs are in the 
solid wood. Also of this period is a bureau cabinet in two stages,

work of the Florentine sculptor Agostino di Duccio, an artist 


with many recognisable mannerisms. A similar relief in poly- 
chrome stucco in the Villa Castello at Florence, formerly in the 
Villa Petraia, was described in an inventory of 1598 as a ‘“‘ quadro 
di una madonna in basso relievo di gesso antico col N. Signore in 
collo e cherubini e angioli,” and illustrated by Count Gamba 
in 1902. The open mouths of the angels and the elaborately 
shaped eyes are characteristic of the artist. ‘The same subject 
is treated in a marble relief from Auvilliers, now in the Louvre, 
but with characteristic differences in technique. In the same 
sale is a group in relief of the Virgin and Child attributed to 
Andrea della Robbia (1435-1525), who carried on the traditions of 
his uncle Luca well into the cinquecento. The group, coated with 
white enamel relieved against a blue ground, is very similar to 
one in the Victoria and Albert Museum, also attributed to Andrea ; 
but there are slight variations, the principal one being that in the 
Museum group the Child holds the mother’s hand, while in the 
present example he holds a bird in his right hand. In this sale 
there is also a charming bust in terra cotta of the Boy Baptist, dis- 
tinguished by his goatskin, having the smooth, round face and 
confiding expression of the children’s busts by Rossellino (1427-78). 

ORIENTAL MANUSCRIPTS AND MINIATURES. 

Among the Oriental manuscripts and miniatures which are 
to be sold by Messrs. Sotheby on May 22nd and the following 
day is an important Persian manuscript of the Shah-Namah, 
dated 1605, and illustrated with sixty-seven miniatures of the 
school of Shah Abbas, in which the artist has frequently departed 
from the usual set subjects, choosing others less known, which 
are drawn with delicate and never-failing skill, with less of the 
conventionalities which usually appear in the illustrations of 
works of the same period. The scribe has not appended his 
name, being content with the customary description of ‘‘ an 
abject slave,” but writes that the work was finished on the second 
month, 1014, A. H., that is, June, 1605. 

RECENT SALES. 

Among the recent sale of the Carrington heirloom pictures 
by Messrs. Christie, the signed and dated winter scene by Isaak 
van Ostade, showing an expanse of river with people skating 
and coming and going on the frozen highway, was sold for 
2,000 guineas. A signed landscape by Jacob Van Ruysdael, 
with cattle standing in a pool in the foreground of a well wooded 
landscape, realised 820 guineas. Among the French and English 
pictures in the property, 1,250 guineas was paid for Claude 
Lorrain’s large landscape ‘‘ Jupiter and Europa,’ which had 
belonged to Sir Joshua Reynolds. A signed and dated picture 
by Francois Boucher (1761), “‘ Blind Man’s Buff,” brought

VELVET in the FURNISHING SCHEME 


ODERN interior 
decoration, with its 
complicated stippled 
and marbled effects, 
or richly decorated 

panelled woods, sometimes fails 
to make enough use of the 
relief of colour and design which 
curtains and upholstery give 
even a simple setting. Suitable 
trimmings, contrasting fabrics 
and, above all, right design more 
than double the decorative value 
of the fabrics employed. An 
instinctive sense of the fitness 
of things, with a little study of 
good examples, will result in 
hangings and chair covers which 
not only enhance enormously 
the comfort of an interior, but 
also make a very important con- 
tribution to its beauty. The 
embarrassment of almost un- 
limited choice will cease to be 
a burden if, before setting out 
to find the desired fabric, we 
first make up our minds as to 
what, beside the obvious useful- 
ness of a portiere or the comfort 
of a cushion, is to be its con- 
tribution to the decorative 
scheme. 

The general aspect of all 
rooms (except those that are quite nondescript) has relation to 
one or another definite school, and textiles of the same character 
as the leading features obviously help in giving that sense of 
style which distinguishes the room which is beautiful and com- 
fortable from the one which is merely comfortable. ‘‘ When 
two people do the same thing it is not the same thing,” says the 
Latin proverb, and the same satin or jaspé silk will appear a 
very different article in a Louis XV salon or a setting of modern 
French furniture. 

Take velvet, one of the most ancient as well as the most 
up-to-date furnishing fabrics, and see how its distinctive qualities 
have been used to contrast with the furniture of successive periods. 
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VELVET IN A 


The settee and the tub chair are both covered with crushed velvet. 


The massive forms of Elizabethan oak, dark panelling and bold 
plaster decoration need the relief of rich colour which the cut 
Genoa velvet used for cushions or to upholster some high-backed 
chair admirably bestows. 

A William and Mary room, with lighter, more graceful walnut 
furniture, may have an upright settee or winged chairs upholstered 
entirely in velvet finished with all that wealth of uncut silk fringe, 
gimp, and tassels that belongs to that period. 

The voluminous draperies in swags and folds which the 
Victorian upholsterer arranged in complicated fashion, from an 
immensely heavy curtain pole, above a pair of dark red velvet 
curtains, are no longer admired, but the draping qualities of velvet 
make its soft modern weaves as popular as ever in settings of

utmost modernity. Twentieth century forms in grey polished 
wood, or macassar ebony inlaid with ivory, contrast with coral 
or deep rust red which, accompanying the fawns and greys of 
deep pile carpets, is one of the most favoured colours for curtains 
and upholstery. 

Like the poster artist, the textile designer makes use of subtle 
gradations of shade, and gets greater colour-value into a tapestry 
woven in silver grey, lime green and the green of darker leaves, 
than in all the naturalistic designs where too many bright tints 
extinguish the brilliance of the ,rest. 

The two rooms illustrated on this page show examples of 
fabrics not only chosen to”suit the furniture but made also in 
correct style for it. The settee 
seen in the first illustration is 
close-covered in powder-blue 
velvet, and has two _ loose 
cushions with their edges piped 
with silver. A blue and silver 
fringe is used to trim the piece 
of decorative needlework on the 
back, and this is repeated as a 
finish at the bottom of the 
settee. Cushions of contrasting 
colours have deep fringes in 
variegated shades that harmonise 
with the silk damask cover of 
the large easy chair, which is 
finished with a narrow valance 
at the foot. 

The second room, panelled 
in English walnut, shows quite 
another treatment in its up- 
holstery which suits the modern 
style of the chairs. Crushed 
velvet is used on the couch and 
also on the tub-chair, trimmed 
with a narrow gimp to match. 
The Terry velvet curtains in this 
room are a deep coral red shot 
with gold, surmounted by a 
straight pelmet in which these 
two colours combine in a woven 
design. A light oatmeal- 
coloured silk with a pattern in 
fawns and reds is used for the 
armchair by the fire. 

A jaspé velvet may very 
well be used for the back and sides of some piece of furniture 
upholstered in needlework. A love-seat, for instance, covered 
in embroidery in light browns and greens on a corn-coloured 
ground, might have a buff jaspé velvet to replace the more precious 
material in these positions. 

The eighteenth century elbow chairs, whose carved frames 
give a suggestion of elegance, look well upholstered in velvet, 
especially when this is stamped or has a diaper or trellis pattern. 
In russet brown or mulberry shades it can also be used suitably 
on those chairs with “‘ drop in ”’ seats of Chippendale and Sheraton 
patterns. For this purpose a_ self-coloured striped velvet 
will be more suitable, as well as more attractive, than a plain 
weave.

On the two-litre Rover the steering 
is of unique design and is of the worm and 


HE close of the year 1929 and the 

commencement of 1930 was chiefly 

remarkable for the fact that British 

manufacturers began to realise that 

there was a demand in this country 
for large, easy-to-drive cars. 

In the past, people who wanted cars 
with large engines, but at a moderate price, 
had to go to America for their vehicles. 
British manufacturers had specialised in 
small high-speed engines, and, though 
they had become tremendously popular, 
at the same time there were always a number 
of people who preferred a large engine 
turning over at slower revolutions, and did 
not mind a slightly increased petrol con- 
sumption and heavier tax. 

Owing to the cheapness of petrol in 
the United States, and to the low taxation, 
Americans had a big start with regard to 
this type of low-speed engine. Now, 
however, there is no excuse for buying an 
American car on these grounds, as there 
are several makes of British car which 
fully come up to the American standards 
for this type of vehicle. 

One of the first firms in the field of 
this type of car was the Rover Company. 
They had already made a great name for 
themselves with their famous two-litre 
model, and recently they produced a car 
on the same lines, but with a larger engine. 
This car is known as the Meteor, and has 
a R.A.C. rating of 19.3 h.p. The design 
follows closely that of the famous two-litre, 
but, as would be expected with a larger 
engine, the car will drive itself to a greater 
extent than the smaller model, and does 
not want such skilled handling. 

The Rover Company is certainly to 
be congratulated on having produced a 
car of this type of such admirable quality. 
Though the price is very moderate, the 
vehicle behaves like a thoroughbred, and, 
in addition to having the British virtues 
of sturdy construction and technical excel- 
lence, it has the ease of control formerly 
associated with large-engined American 
cars. 

In introducing this model the Rover 
Company have 
taken the oppor- 
tunity to introduce 
the new popular 
four-speed gear 
box known in 
America as_ the 
“twin top” box. 
In this type of gear 
box the third gear 
is really an addi- 
tional low top gear, 
being silent in 
operation and re- 
markably easy to 
change. When 
running in_ hilly 
country or in dense 
traffic, it is possible 
to keep on the 
third gear for an 
indefinite time and 
so have improved 
acceleration at 
one’s disposal. 

To drive the 
car is very similar 
to the two-litre 
model, though it 
is at once obvious

that there is more power under the bonnet, 
especially at low engine revolutions. On 
the Meteor one is at once struck with the 
ease of handling. Steering, gears and, 
indeed, all the controls operate so easily 
and the car’s response to their use is so 
instantaneous that driving is simplified 
down to the last degree. 

To those who have had the pleasure 
of driving the two-litre model for any 
length of time the virtues of the Rover 
clutch will be well known. This clutch is 
of the cork insert type and is exceptionally 
smooth in operation. In addition, prolonged 
use seems quite unable to make it fierce, 
and it is, indeed, possible to ill-treat it 
indefinitely. One can, for instance, allow 
one’s foot to slip off the pedal with the 
engine going quite fast, and the drive will 
take up smoothly and progressively and 
without any trace of snatch. The clutch 
in the new Meteor is of the same type, 
and I found it equally pleasant to use. In 
addition, the spinning member is light, so 
that gear changes can be made quickly and 
effectively without resort to double de- 
clutching. Combined with the excellent 
four-speed gear box, the veriest novice 
should be able to get the maximum per- 
formance out of the engine. 

The brakes, too, which are of the 
internal expanding type on all four wheels, 
are exceptionally pleasant to use. While 
they are powerful enough for real emer- 
gency work, they are very smooth and 
unobtrusive in their action and are of the 
kind that seem to demolish the speed of a 
car without making their efficiency un- 
pleasantly obvious to the occupants of the 
car. 

On my Tapley brake gauge I got a 
reading of 61 per cent., which is equivalent 
to a stopping distance of 22ft. from 
20 m.p.h. The foot brake operates on all 
four wheels, while the hand brake works 
on the rear wheels only. It is, however, 
rather more than a parking convenience, 
as, when used alone, it showed a reading 
of 29 per cent., which is equivalent to a 
stopping distance of 52ft. from 20 m.p.h.

sector type. On the Meteor, however, 
an ordinary Marles steering box is employed. 
The steering is, perhaps, a little heavier 
than on the two-litre, but is exceptionally 
rigid at all speeds and gives the driver a 
complete sense of security. 

Another outstanding feature is the 
remarkable road-holding qualities of the 
car. ‘Though the springing is sufficiently 
flexible at low speeds, so that the passengers 
can feel no discomfort from road shocks, 
at high speeds there is no tendency to 
roll. While it was possible to get a speed 
in excess of 70 m.p.h. out of the car, at 
no time did one have the slightest anxiety 
as to its ability to remain in exactly the 
place required on the road. However rough 
the surface, it was never necessary to raise 
one’s foot from the accelerator pedal. The 
Rover Meteor is, in fact, one of the best 
road-holding cars that I have ever driven. 

The engine reminds one strongly of 
the two-litre model, though, of course, 
Owing to its size, it has a good deal of extra 
power. It is a six-cylinder unit with a bore 
of 72mm. and a stroke of 1o5mm., giving 
it a capacity of 2,565 c.c. The valves are 
overhead and operated by push rods from 
a side cam shaft, while the car is rated at 
19.3 h.p. The pistons are of aluminium 
alloy, while there are four crank shaft 
bearings. The cooling water is circulated 
by pump, and a fan is also employed. A 
thermometer on the dash shows the engine 
temperature, which is kept commendably 
constant by a thermostat. The ignition is 
by coil, and all parts are easily accessible, 
while the distributor is driven by a vertical 
shaft and is on top of the whole engine, 
so that it can be reached easily. An oil 
pressure gauge is combined with the ther- 
mometer on the instrument board. 

The starter button is not on the floor, 
but on the steering column about the height 
of the bottom of the instrument panel. 
On the two-litre model an Autovac is used 
for drawing the petrol from the rear tank. 
A mechanical pump is, however, used on 
the Meteor, while 
the capacity of the 
tank at the rear is 
12 gallons. The 
instrument panel 
incorporates a 
petrol gauge. 

A pump type 
carburettor is em- 
ployed, and the 
fuel consumption 
was quite good, 
as it seemed to be 
about twenty miles 
to the gallon. 

The gear box, 
which is in one 
unit with the 
engine, deserves 
special considera- 
tion, as it adds 
very materially to 
the ease of control 
of the car. The 
lever is well 
placed centrally 
and comes easily 
to the hand. I 
found in practice

occasions it was best to start on the second 
gear, which has a ratio of 11.24 to 1. The 
bottom gear is 20 to 1 and is only for emer- 
gency use. The top gear is 5 to 1, while 
the silent third is 7.69 to 1. A speed of 
nearly 50 m.p.h. can be reached on this 
third, and changes down can be made with 
ease at 45 to 50 m.p.h. The acceleration 
is very good, and there is very little more 
noise than on the top ratio. 

Some idea of the performance of the 
car can be gauged from its performance 
on Brockley Hill, near Stanmore. On the 
top gear, starting to climb the gradient 
at 25 m.p.h., the speed fell to 22 m.p.h. 
on the steepest portion, but the car had 
accelerated again to 24 m.p.h. by the top. 
On the third gear, starting to climb the 
hill once more at 25 m.p.h., the car acceler- 
ated steadily and reached 38 m.p.h. at 
the top. In addition, when I started to 
climb the hill on the third gear at 10 m.p.h., 
the car had accelerated to 31 m.p.h. by 
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the time that the top was reached. 
On the level the acceleration figures 
were also very good. On the top gear 
Io to 20 m.p.h. required 4 3-5secs. ; 10 to 
30 m.p.h. required gsecs. ; 10 to 40 m.p.h., 
I2 2-5 secs.; 10 to 50 m.p.h., 17seCcs. ; 
Io to 60 m.p.h., 23secs.; and 10 to 
70 m.p.h., 41 2-5 secs. 

On the third gear, 10 to 20 m.p.h. 
required 3 2-5 secs.; 10 to 30 m.p.h., 
6 2-5 secs.; and 10 to 40 m.p.h., I1secs. 
Going through the gear box and starting 
on second, I reached 70 m.p.h. from a 
standing start in just over 42secs. 

It will be seen from these figures that 
the car has an excellent performance, even 
if the gear box is left severely alone; but 
if proper use is made of the silent third 
the performance can be still further im- 
proved. 

I have already alluded to the excellence 
of the springing. Long half-elliptic springs 
are fitted at both front and rear, while 
shock absorbers are also fitted to both 
axles. The final drive is by spiral bevel.

The wheel-base is gft. 1oins., which 
allows ample space for good roomy coach- 
work. There is, in addition, a long chassis 
with a wheelbase of 1oft. roins. The track 
is 4ft. 84ins.; while the ground clearance 
is Shins. 

The car that I tried was fitted with a 
sportsman’s saloon body, a type of coach 
work which the Rover Company pioneered 
and have specialised in for some time. It 
was very handsome in appearance, and there 
was ample room both in the front seats 
and at the rear. 

The over-all length over the bumpers 
was 14ft. 8ins., while the body was of the 
genuine Weymann type. Wire wheels are 
fitted, and the car can be obtained in black, 
maroon, brown, blue or green. The stan- 
dard sportsman’s saloon sells at the low 
price of £398, while the coach-built saloon 
sells for £438. It is interesting to note 
that all Rover cars are guaranteed for two 
years after sale. 


PROBLEMS OF THE ROAD 


tinually coming across new problems 

on the road. Year by year traffic 
conditions change, and what is still more 
important to the driver, the methods of 
controlling that traffic are also altered. 

Though traffic control has now been 
co-ordinated to a large extent in all parts 
of the country and, generally speaking, 
the police and other authorities work on 
the same lines in every district, at the 
same time there is always a certain local 
difference, and the signals given by the 
police in one district, though approxi- 
mately the same as those in the other, 
always have their own peculiarities. 

No one who has driven through 
Edinburgh will easily forget the gymnastics 
indulged in by the traffic police of that 
city. From time to time, too, police in 
certain districts can get into habits which 
have to be corrected. Not so many years 
ago in a certain city in the north the police 
never used their hands at all except to 
wave people on. If a_ policeman was 
standing in the middle of the road either 
with his back towards you or facing you, 
it meant that you should stop; if he 
stood sideways to you, you were expected 
to go on. Naturally, this caused a good 
deal of confusion, especially to those used 
to other methods of traffic signalling, and 
I am glad to say that the city concerned has 
reverted to the ordinary signalling habits. 

Again, in many provincial cities the 
police are far too inclined to take their 
traffic too seriously. In some places I 
know one can buy the local paper and 
read columns about the appalling traffic 
congestion in their streets, and when one 
looks out of windows one is rewarded 
with a couple of farm carts and a "bus 
in the far distance. That there are pro- 
vincial cities with bad traffic problems is 
perfectly true, especially at certain times 
of the week, but there is a tendency to 


\ VEN as an old motorist one is con- 





over-emphasise the importance of the 
traffic question, particularly on Sundays 
and holidays. 

One of the best examples of this that 
I have come across was in Darlington on 
Armistice Day, 1928. I was coming 
through from the Scottish Motor Show in 
Glasgow, and had stopped the night in 
Darlington. At about nine o’clock on the 
morning of Armistice Day I got my car 
out of the garage and brought it round 
to the hotel door before I had finished 
packing my bag. The street was about 
fifty feet wide at that point, and there was 
absolutely no traffic whatever; in fact, 
later on I counted one car each way through 
the town in 2omins. I left the car for 
about fifteen minutes while I finished 
packing, and was then informed by the 
hall porter that the police considered my 
car was obstructing the road. When I 
came out there were three policemen 
round it, but no other vehicle in sight. 

Recently, again, in Taunton on a 
Sunday morning I stopped for a few 
moments for a cup of coffee, leaving the 
car outside the hotel. Hardly any traffic 
was coming through the town—about one 
car every ten minutes—but I was asked 
by a policeman to put the car on a park 
which was about a quarter of a mile away. 
The only other alternative was to put it 
in the hotel yard, where, of course, one 
had to tip an attendant for looking at it 
for the fifteen minutes that it was there. 

One must, of course, fully sympathise 
with the police and authorities on the 
parking question. Many motorists are far 
too prone to leave their cars about any- 
where, and at any time, and are quite 
rightly moved on. On the other hand, 
there should be a certain amount of give 
and take, and a certain amount of discretion 
should be allowed when there is obviously 
no trafic about, however important the 
particular town considers itself. 


The new automatic traffic light signals 
which have come into use in so many 
towns now present a new problem to 
the wandering motorist. When pro- 
perly placed they are undoubtedly most 
successful, and save an enormous amount 
of police work. On the other hand, one 
must sound a note of warning as to their 
too general adoption, as undoubtedly at the 
present time there is a tendency to rush 
them up on crossings which are not suitable 
to their use. 

At the present time I believe that the 
Spanish capital of Madrid is a glaring 
example of overdoing automatic signalling 
systems. I am told by those who have 
visited that city that to the stranger the 
number and variety of these lights is most 
confusing, with the result that it has been 
found impossible to decrease the number 
of traffic policemen, who spend a large 
part of their time politely putting people 
right with regard to the lights. 

Motorists who knew a particular city 
well before the lights were erected should 
be particularly careful the first time they 
attempt to traverse it with the lights 
working. 

At one time some confusion existed 
when automatic signals were erected at 
cross roads as to whether when the red 
light was showing it was permissible for 
the motorist to turn to the left or right. 
In the early days of automatic signalling 
in a northern city I once asked two police- 
men standing within a quarter of a mile 
of each other whether it was permissible to 
turn to the left when the red light was 
showing. They contradicted each other 
flatly, one saying that it was permissible, 
and the other saying that it was not. I 
also asked several chauffeurs of private 
cars whose owners lived in the district, 
and went through the town regularly, 
and they all gave contradictory answers.

THE “DOUBLE TWELVE” 


HE first great race of the year for 
standard sports cars, the Double 
Twelve Hour Race promoted by 

the Junior Car Club at Brooklands, was 
marred on the first day by a terrible 
accident in which two persons lost their 
lives and over twenty were injured. 

Two Talbots, driven by Mr. R. 
Hebeler and Colonel G. E. C. Ragbagliati, 
collided at high speed near the timing box 
on the finishing straight, and one of them 
jumped the fence and charged into the 
crowd of spectators. 

This fatality raised a good deal of 
discussion, and it was even suggested in 
some quarters that the race should have 
been abandoned. It is not, however, the 
practice to abandon an international race 
when a death takes place, though it is 
generally the custom for the remaining 
members of the team concerned to with- 
draw. 

This, however, is not always the case, 
and I know of at least one famous British 
racing team who have had an agreement 
for some years that if any one of them 
was killed the others would continue the 
race. 

Other questions that have been raised 
concern the suitability of Brooklands for 
high-speed events and the proximity of the 
public to dangerous parts of the course. 

The first can be dismissed at once, as 
the accident actually happened on _ the 
straight and not on the banking. In addi- 
tion, in a race of this type, which is intended 
to bear some resemblance to a road race, 
naturally most of the cars are too fast for 
the course, or for any other. One might as 
well say that the Le Mans circuit was 
dangerous because modern cars could go 
faster than would be safe on it. 


It is true, of course, that Brooklands 
track was only built in 1907, and was 
originally designed for a speed of only 
120 miles an hour; but there is no track 
in the world, with the possible exception 
of Montlhéry in France, for which the 
modern car is not too fast, and it is exactly 
in this respect that skill enters into the 
sport. 

It is undoubtedly true that on the 
straight the spectators are rather near to 
the course and that they are protected 
by a rather flimsy railing, and the authorities 
may do something about this, though it is 
difficult to know what action they can take. 
At the Monza track in Italy, for instance, 
the spectators are separated from the track 
by a deep ditch, but a little time ago it 
was the scene of one of the worst accidents 
that have ever taken place, when about 
ten spectators were killed. 

The race itself was a tremendous 
victory for that now almost invincible 
marque Bentley. The two 6}-litre six- 
cylinder cars came in first and second, 
the first one, driven by Captain Woolf 
Barnato and Mr. F. C. Clement, at 
the fine average speed of 86.68 m.p.h., 
and the second, driven by Mr. S. C. 
H. Davis and Mr. Clive Dunfee, at 
85.68 m.p.h. 

These two great cars were most im- 
pressive in action and travelled round the 
track as if they were on rails, making every- 
thing else look slow in comparison. They 
suffered a few minor troubles, but there 
was never much doubt even at the con- 
clusion of the first day that they must 
triumph. 

The Double Twelve Hour Race is 
run on two days, as it is not permitted 
for racing to take place at night on the 
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Brooklands track. The cars are locked up 
for the night and have to be started again 
the next morning without the aid of the 
starting handle or pushing. As they are 
left in what practically amounts to the open 
air all night it is really amazing how little 
difficulty most of them had in starting on 
their batteries the next morning. 

The third car under the handicap was 
a Riley, driven by Mr. C. R. Whitcroft 
and H. C. Hamilton. This little car ran 
magnificently and never faltered. 

The fourth car was an Aston-Martin, 
driven by Mr. N. Holder and Mr. A. C. 
Bertelli. This also behaved splendidly. 

The Hon. Mrs. Victor Bruce, in part- 
nership with her husband, put up a very 
fine race and finished well up. For the 
whole of the last day the car was running 
on five cylinders out of the six, as two 
push rods had to be removed, and even then 
it managed to go round the track at an 
average of over 75 m.p.h. 

On the whole, the race was a great 
triumph for British cars, as the much- 
dreaded Alfa-Romeos failed to come up 
to their usual form. Their troubles, how- 
ever, were mostly of a trivial nature, such 
as loose mudguards, and towards the end 
they made up a lot of time and were going 
very fast. 

Earl Howe and Captain Malcolm 
Campbell put up a very fine performance 
in a 2-litre Bugatti. This car was very fast 
and was well in the running until a wheel 
came loose, which nearly led to disaster. 
Luckily, Earl Howe noticed this in time, 
and by working hard he managed to effect 
a repair, though too late to get him a 
place in the race. 

The little cars behaved magnificently, 
as usual, and the M.G. Midgets, which were 
taking part in their first big race, covered 
themselves with glory. By running con- 
sistently they obtained the prize for the 
best team performance. 

The Austins also were very fast for 
their size, and ran very consistently.

INDIA 


HE new offices and extensions of 

the India Tyre Works at Inchinnan, 

near Glasgow, were opened recently 
by Mr. J. H. Thomas, and some five thou- 
sand people came from all over the country 
for the ceremony. 

This remarkable factory is now turning 
out tyres at the rate of 1,500 a day, and 
employs 2,000 British workpeople, and, 
naturally, the event was of great importance. 

Originally an American concern, India 
Tyres, Limited, began manufacture in 
Scotland when the McKenna duties were 
imposed in 1927. So successful was the 
first year of trading that the present Com- 
pany, which was floated last year with a 
capital of £750,000, has now bought out all 
American interests and is entirely British. 

Much of the success of the firm is due 
to the initiative of Mr. Melville. He was 
originally simply the concessionaire for 
Scotland. He then became the manufactur-

ing concessionaire, and is to-day the 
Managing Director of the all-British Com- 
pany. 

The original policy of the firm, which 
has been consistently adhered to, was to 
produce a tyre not simply to compete in 
price with every other make, but to satisfy, 
by longer life and service, the motorist 
who is prepared to pay a little more for a 
first-grade article. 

This radically novel policy has proved 
so successful that, owing to demand con- 
sistently overtopping supply, India tyres 
until quite recently had been practically 
unprocurable south of the Tweed. 

Incidentally, this same factory was 
used during the War for the manufacture 
of aeroplanes, and the airships R 33 and 
R 34 were built in it.

ANY people must often have 
wondered why their friends who 
want a rest or a change, or who 
have been advised by their doctor 
to take some form of ‘“‘ cure,”’ 

always rush abroad to one of the French 
or German spas without stopping to con- 
sider for a moment the claims of our own 
“inland watering places,” as they used to 
be called. Take Harrogate, for instance. 
Aix-les-Bains, Baden-Baden, Evian may 
have a more spectacular background of 
mountain and forest, but they have no better 
equipment either for the invalid or the 
holiday-maker, and none of them can 
provide within an equal radius a finer 
stretch of varied country or one more full 
of human and artistic interest. 

Harrogate, of course, makes no claim 
to great architectural beauty. There is no 
magnificent lay-out, as there is at Bath, 
along the sloping banks of the vast amphi- 
theatre made by a winding river gorge. 
But it stands on an open and breezy upland, 
if the winds that sweep through the Pennine 
valleys can be called mere breezes. At 
any rate, they make High Harrogate as 
“bracing ’’ as the posters make Skegness, 
and if you hail from the warm south and 
prefer something a little less exhilarating, 
there is always Low Harrogate, with its 
more genial shelter. In between them and 
about are the wide-scattered houses and 
gardens of wealthy business men from Leeds 
and Bradford—for it must be remembered 
that Harrogate owes much of her comfort 
and dignity to her permanent population 
of rich Yorkshiremen who appreciate the 
health and luxury she has to give. The 
Corporation itself owns all the eighty 
mineral springs in Harrogate, the great 
bath establishments—the Victoria Baths, 
the Royal Baths and the Starbeck Baths— 
the Spa Concert Rooms and _ grounds, 
and the many large open spaces. Chief of 
these is the Stray, a common of some two 
hundred acres which once formed part of 
the old forest of Knaresborough, and which 
was set apart by Act of Parliament years 
ago so that it can never be built upon. The 
town, as a matter of fact, abounds in fine 
open spaces—Harlow Moor, for instance, 
which was purchased from Lord Harewood ; 
the Valley Gardens and the Royal Bath 
Gardens. For the rest, Harrogate offers 
every inducement to visitors to make a 
protracted stay, and not only visitors who 
come in search of the medicinal advantages 
of the spa, for there is every possible facility 
for indulging in outdoor recreations, such 
as golf, tennis and fishing, while first-class 
shops, a multitude of gardens and excellent 
orchestras, both in and out of doors, all 
add to the possibilities of happiness. 

We are, however, in this article, con- 
sidering Harrogate less as a self-contained 
health resort than as a centre from which a 
great stretch of gloriously varied and fas- 
cinating country may be explored and 
enjoyed. The town stands on an eastern- 
fronting spur of the high moors which 
separate the Wharfe from her sister Nidd, 
and looks over the Plain of York, where 
the sister rivers, having spent their youthful 
fury in their dales, slip peacefully towards 
the brimming Ouse. Looking southward 
across the Wharfe, one sees another ridge 
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THE YORKSHIRE DALES 


of high land sloping gradually from the 
steeps of Otley Chevin by way of Harewood 
to Bramham, a village which gives its 
name not only to Bramham Park, but to 
Bramham Moor and its justly celebrated 
pack of foxhounds. This is an admirable 
hunting country, full of variety and spiced 
with certain difficulties all its own. In it 
are many charming houses, large and small— 
two of them with particular interest for 
most of us to-day: Goldsborough Hall, 
to which Princess Mary came as a bride, 
and Harewood House, the home of her 
husband’s family. Goldsborough is a 
typical English country home, mellowed 
by time, which has toned down and assimi- 
lated the eighteenth century alterations 
to its seventeenth century structure. Hare- 
wood House looks westward towards 
Wharfedale and the high moorland ;_ while 
to the east stretches the Vale of York, and 
on summer days the Minster towers are to 
be seen, a little grey, perhaps, against the 
haze, some twenty miles away. 

Bramham Park was gutted by fire 
as long ago as 1828, and for seventy-eight 
years it remained in a largely ruinous 
state, the Squire of Bramham living in 
another house near by. Colonel Lane- 
Fox, however, when he succeeded in 
1906, set to work on its re-building, and 
during the War the work was completed, 
with what amazing success the visitor may 
judge. Indeed, those who are interested 
in the beauties of English architecture will 
have no lack of material to feast their 
eyes upon. They are certain to be hurried 
off (almost as soon as they arrive) by their 
Harrogate friends to see the gardens of 
Studley Royal, with its avenues of beech 
and lime, or to gaze at the amazing wealth 
of architectural styles, ranging from transi- 
tion-Norman to Perpendicular, to be found 
in the impressive ruins of Fountains Abbey. 

It is, however, to the west that visitors 
to Harrogate most often turn their eyes 
and their cars. For, needless to say, no 
Englishman will miss the Dales, those 
winding valleys with their swiftly running 
rivers which rush down to the plain from the 
very heart of the Pennines. ‘Take Wharfe- 
dale, for instance, its southern slope a rough 
escarpment of millstone grit, its northern 
slope green and well wooded until it turns 
sharply below Bolton Abbey. Above this 
bend the river now plunges through narrow 
ravines as at the celebrated Strid, and now 
brawls through an open valley. These dales 
and the wide tracts of moorland that separate 
them from each other are as lovely a setting 
for a holiday as nature can provide. And 
if anyone would find their varied beauties 
concentrated in a little space, let him wander 
over the moors from Harrogate to the little 
valley where Fewston and Blubberhouses 
lie, and a little stream runs down from the 
direction of Pateley Bridge through a 
hamlet oddly named West End. There 
are many other such secluded gems of 
scenery hidden away in the bosom of the 
moors, and at this time of year, when 
the moors are bright with the young 
bilberry, when the becksides are green 
with opening ferns and the deep ghylls are 
full of primroses and anemones and the 
hedges are piled with the white drifts of the 
hawthorn, Wensleydale is a dream of beauty. 
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evenings. The Harrogate Municipal Orchestra, 

under the direction of Basil Cameron, will 
commence at Whitsuntide in the Royal Hail and famous 
artistes will appear in each programme.

TRAVEL NOTES. 
HARROGATE is 198 miles from 
London and can be reached 
from King’s Cross in about four and 
a quarter hours.

BAYREUTH and the WAGNER FESTIVAL 


T was on a summer morning 
more than fifty years ago that 
the quiet town of Bayreuth 
in the Bavarian uplands woke 
to find itself world-famous, 

for it was on the previous evening 
that the curtain had risen for the 
first time in the new Festspielhaus, 
the theatre which, largely owing 
to the munificence of King 
Ludwig II of Bavaria, Richard 
Wagner had managed to get erected 
solely for the performance of his 
operas. Bayreuth had long been 
well enough known to Germans, 
for it was the capital of Upper 
Franconia and throughout the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
had been the Residenzstadt of the 
Margraves of Brandenburg-Kulm- 
bach, to whom it owes most of the 
many ornate buildings it possesses. 
The town is beautifully situated 
in the valley of the Rother Main be- 
tween the inountains of the Frank- 
ische Schweiz and the granite mass 
of the Fichtelgebirge which forms 
a gigantic horseshoe to the north- 
east. Penetrating these mountains 
are many deep valleys containing 
vast forests of fir trees. The régime 
of the Margraves was contempo- 
raneous with the era of the baroque 
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and rococo, and there are several 
notable examples of these styles 
in Bayreuth. The baroque castle, 
with its octagonal tower and the 
portrait medallions above the 
windows of the ground floor, is 
one of the most conspicuous 
buildings in the town. The Opera 
House was built by Bibiena in 
Italian baroque and possesses the 
most ornate interior of any theatre 
in Germany. 

It was somewhere about the 
year 1864 that Wagner’s poem 
which was to become the libretto 
of the ‘‘ Ring des Nibelungen ” 
fell into the hands of King 
Ludwig II, who was already a 
great admirer of Beethoven’s sym- 
phonies and had as a lad of sixteen 
been present at a performance of 
““ Lohengrin.” Fascinated by the 
new work, he sent a secretary to 
Wagner bidding him come to 
Munich and complete it there. 
Wagner readily accepted the call, 
became a naturalised citizen of 
Bavaria and settled in Munich. 
He received a formal commission 
to finish the ‘ Ring,’ and was 
given a yearly stipend, the actual 
amount of which has _ never 
transpired. In the following

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year, 1865, von Biilow conducted the 
first performance of “ Tristan und 
Isolde.”” The King’s adoration—the word 


is not too strong—of the great composer 
brought the latter scores of enemies, who 
intrigued against him to such an extent 
that residence in Munich became im- 
possible and he settled at Triebschen on 
Lake Lucerne. Here the ‘“‘ Meistersinger ”’ 
score was at last completed, twenty-two 
years after the first sketches of the music 
had been made. In the same quiet 
lakeside retreat Wagner also made great 
progress with the “ Ring.” By the end of 
1869 the ‘‘ Rheingold ’? was completed, as 
in the next year was the first part of 
“‘ Gétterdammerung.”’ It was in this year 
that Wagner married Cosima von Bulow, 
the daughter of Franz Liszt, whose long 
association with Bayreuth came to an end 
with her death a few weeks ago. King 
Ludwig had intended to build a special 
theatre for Wagner in Munich where the 
first two parts of the “ Ring”’ trilogy, 
‘““Das Rheingold”? and “ Die Walkie,” 
were performed in 1870; but this plan 
was abandoned, and Wagner fixed upon 
Bayreuth as an ideal spot for his Festspiel- 
haus. He settled there in 1872, and the 
foundation stone of the new theatre was 
laid on his birthday in that year, the occasion

being marked by a magnificent performance 
of Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony conducted 
by Wagner himself. At the same time he 
began the building of his house in the 
Hofgarten. ‘This house, over which Cosima 
presided so long, was finished in 1872 and 
is an unpretentious villa with a large 
graffito over the entrance depicting Wotan 
as the wanderer communing with the 
Muses of Tragedy and Music. Wagner gave 
the house the name ‘‘ Wahnfried’’ because, 
as he said, it was there that his ideas 
(Wahne) found peace. By the end of 1874 
the scoring of ‘‘ Gétterdimmerung”’ was 
completed, and in the following summer 
rehearsals of the whole ‘ Ring” began 
under the conductorship of Hans Richter. 
The building of the theatre progressed 
apace, and its interior is thus described 
by Mr. E. Dannreuther : 


A notion of the auditorium may be gained 
by imagining a wedge the thin end of which is 
supposed to touch the front of the stage, the 
thick end the back of the auditorium; the 
seats are arranged in a slight curve, each row 
being further back from the stage and raised 
a little above the one in front of it. The seats 
are so arranged that every person seated can 
look at the stage between the heads of the two 
persons in front of him. All seats directly 
face the stage. There are no side boxes nor 
galleries and the conductor and_ orchestra 
are invisible to the audience. 
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It was on August 13th, 1876, that the 
first performance of the ‘“‘ Ring” as a 
whole took place in the new theatre, with 
the famous Frau Materna as Briinnhilde. 
Two celebrated German tenors, Niemann 
and Unger, appeared as Siegmund and 
Siegfried, while Bettz was the Wotan. 
Six years after this historic evening “‘ Par- 
sifal ’’ was given to the world at Bayreuth, 
and there were sixteen performances of it. 
Materna was still to the fore and alternately 
with Fraulein Malten of Dresden, sang 
Kundry while Parsifal was sung by Winckel- 
mann and Gudehus. Up to the year 1914 
“* Parsifal’’ was performed far oftener than 
any other opera, in all, 167 times, while 
the ‘‘ Ring” as a whole was only given 
twenty-seven times, although there were 
frequent performances of separate portions. 
The War and its aftermath interrupted the 
festival performances, and it was not until 
1924 that they were resumed. They were 
dropped in 1926, but in 1927 “‘ Tristan,” 
in an entirely new setting, created a perfect 
furore. This year the festival is to commence 
at the end of July, and twenty-one per- 
formances will be given. Siegfried Wagner, 
the son of the great composer, is still 
responsible for the selection and production 
of the operas, and he has chosen “ Tann- 
hauser,’”’ which has not been given at 
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’ 


Bayreuth for twenty-four years, ‘‘ Tristan,’ 
“ Parsifal’? and the ‘“‘ Ring.” Pilinski, a 
Hungarian tenor who has not yet been 
heard in London, will sing the title réle, 
while Maria Muller of Berlin will be the 
Elizabeth. The conductor’s baton will be 
shared by Elmendorff of Munich and 
Toscanini. The ‘‘ Tannhiuser”’ given will 
be the so-called Paris version, which was 
not actually composed for the performance 
in Paris. Wagner had not been satisfied 
with the original Venusberg music and he 
recomposed it, and it happened that the 
new score was first played at the Paris 
performance in 1860. That evening turned 
out a fiasco, for the Parisians resented 
the fact that the opera did not contain a 
ballet, and their opposition degenerated 
into a riot. During Wagner’s life and after 
his death in 1883 there was much opposition 
to his music, but that has completely died 
away, and that there is now no more popular 
composer may be deduced by the fact that 
in 1928 his operas were given 1,630 times. 
Popular as they are everywhere, there is 
no place quite like Bayreuth in which to hear 
them, and hundreds of music lovers will 
once again experience the old thrill this 
summer when the trumpeters appear on 
the balcony of the Festspielhaus and blow 
the call announcing that the curtain is 
about to rise,

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PARTRIDGES 


RADITIONALLY, the partridge 

is held to be the poor man’s 

bird because it only requires 

Nature as a nurse and the cost of 

rearing is avoided. To-day it is 
doubtful if the wild pheasant does not 
more closely represent the typical poor 
man’s bird in a great many parts of the 
country. On some soils partridges are 
never very satisfactory and pheasants are 
very much more accommodating in their 
tolerance of heavy ground. 

The problem the sportsman has to 
solve is whether it will suit him best to 
encourage the bird which is naturally 
present in greatest quantity, or whether 
he should rely on a natural supply of 
pheasants in a pheasant country and 
concentrate on working up the partridge 
side of the ground. 

It is not a question which can be 
answered in general terms, for it almost 
entirely depends on the nature of the 
soil and the lay-out of the land. The best 
thing is, obviously, to work both sides to 
the fullest capacity, but this is not a practic- 
able proposition on the average shoot 
where no great staff of keepers is main- 
tained, and is 
out of thie 
question on a 
small shoot with 
a couple <of 
keepers. If 
pheasants are to 
be reared 
successfully by 
one or two men, 
there is very 
little time to be 
devoted to _ the 
partridge beats. 
If, on the other 
hand, the avail- 
able labour is 
put on to in- 
creasing and 
fostering the 
partridge — stock, 
there is little 
time for pheasant 
rearing. 

In the case 
where an owner 
has recently 
entered into 
possession of an 
estate his first 
year is often a 
difficult one. 
Stock may be 
very low, and in the case of estates 
which have been untenanted for some 
time and shot by syndicates there 
may be a very thin foundation stock to 
begin with. If a careful census on a fine 
day shows a fair stock of partridges and 
a low stock of pheasants, it is probably 
best to concentrate on the partridges and 
buy pheasant poults or young birds later. 
The determinant factor as regards part- 
ridges is light soil and adequate arable 
land under crops. If these are lacking 
the yield will be doubtful, however fair 
the season and skilled the keepering. If, 
on the other hand, it is fairly well wooded 
and heavy land, pheasant rearing will 
probably pay best. 

In any case, general overhead costs 
and wages are the same, but the cost of 
pheasant rearing is, shall we say, four to 
five shillings a bird as against a nominal 
sum per head for partridges. On the 
other hand, Nature, if she is in a sour 
mood, may wipe out the bulk of your 
partridge chicks with a few July thunder- 
storms and your shooting season is largely 
-uined by the calamity. Pheasants, on 
the other hand, are a very much less 
speculative form of stock even if they are 
more expensive. You may get epidemics, 
but with good up-to-date keepering these 
should not be devastating, and even in a

really bad season you should get a fair 
proportion of stock and shooting enough 
to last you in moderation up to the New 
Year or later. 

On the whole I think that the pheasant 
is, if properly managed, a better investment 
than the partridge. It is not only the 
higher degree of certainty attached, but 
it is the very much greater degree of 
flexibility. You can, with late eggs, repair 
an early disaster, you can shoot pheasants 
a month later than you should shoot 
partridges. Legally, the partridge begins 
a month earlier; actually, it is seldom that 
in England harvest has been cut by the 
first of September, and in most places 
partridge shooting does not get seriously 
into swing till some three weeks later. 
Lastly, for November and December your 
partridges must of necessity be driven. 
This is the best of shooting, but it is not 
necessarily the best for bags on awkward 
ground, or limited acreage with natural 
difficulties such as shortage of roots and 
cover. Coverts, on the other hand, repre- 
sent manageable units and a far greater 
approach to certainty. 

Where partridges have to be left to 
their own devices 
there is yet a little 
care which can be 
bestowed on 
them. Fields can 
be stoutly bushed, 
nests can be 
dressed with 
insect powder 
(finely powdered 
napthaline, 
cheaply obtain- 
able atany oilshop, 
is excellent), and 
can be encircled 
by a ring of taint- 
ing out fluid which 
is believed to be a 
deterrent to rats 
and foxes. 

The location 
of nests is a 
matter of some 
difficulty, and 
where the watcher 
has little time the 
loan of a pair of 
field glasses is 
often advisable. 
Many old keepers 
lack (though they 
do not admit it) 
the keen vision of 
youth, and if they can be persuaded to take 
to field glasses they can often save them- 
selves a great deal of time and trouble. 

On a shoot which has been neglected 
vermin represent the greatest source of 
game loss, and it is not an easy task to 
reduce the enemy. Tunnel traps will 
account for the ground vermin fairly 
quickly, but feathered vermin can be 
extremely difficult to get rid of, and shooting 
from a hide is probably the best of all 
methods. An occasional hawk is an affliction 
one cannot avoid, but hawks’ nests are a 
major calamity unless they can be located 
before the leaf is on the trees. 

The partridge and the wild pheasant 
suffer heavily from vermin attack. The 
reared pheasant enjoys the protection of 
the rearing field until large enough to 
resist many of these perils, but even on the 
field is by no means immune from attack, 
though usually the adolescent partridge 
suffers more than the pheasant of equivalent 
age, for it is a smaller bird and when 
outside the shelter of standing crops is 
an easy target for birds of prey. ‘The 
balance is on the whole in favour of the 
pheasant, but—and it is a big but—on 
good partridge ground, and given a good 
hot, dry season the partridge redresses by 
economical abundance its many failures in

GROWING interest in the freesia has been displayed 
in recent years, and the state of perfection to which 
the flower has now been brought was well exemplified 
by the superb exhibit which obtained the gold medal 
of the Royal Horticultural Society for Mr. G. H. 

Dalrymple of Bartley, Hants, on March 25th last. In addition 
to being a very clever raiser of new varieties, Mr. Dalrymple is 
also an exceedingly good grower, and the group as shown was a 
revelation to people who can recollect the small series of bunches 
that used to be put up by Van Tubergen of Haarlem and the late 
Rev. Joseph Jacob. My first recollection of freesias was of three 
only, in all of which white predominated ; they were Leichtlinii, 
refracta and refracta alba, the last named being the purest. As 
to their origin, South Africa is, no doubt, their native habitat, 
but in an old letter I have from the late Max Leichtlin of Baden- 
Baden he relates that he discovered Leichtlinii growing in a small 
neglected pot in the Botanic Garden at Padua, and Mr. R. W. 
Wallace of Tunbridge Wells tells me that his late father, Dr. A. 
Wallace of Colchester, first showed this plant at the Royal Botanic 
Society on April 28th, 1875, when it received a botanical certificate 
and was listed in his catalogues from 1875 onwards. Whether 
the corms so obtained were received from Leichtlin or direct from 
the Cape is uncertain. Refracta alba was, at any rate, obtained

by Dr. Wallace direct from Africa, and was shown by him and 
received a first-class certificate from the Royal Horticultural 
Society on July 2nd, 1878, the lateness of this date being explained 
by the fact that in those early days all the supplies arrived from 
the Cape in January, and Mr. Wallace says he well remembers 
cold frames full of plants in flower in July, and the whole garden 
fragrant with them in the summer evenings. The advent of 
Armstrongii (rosy pink) and aurea (yellow) was not till scme 
years later, the former being found by a Mr. Armstrong at the 
Cape in 1898, and the latter being imported from Port Elizabeth 
by Mr. R. W. Wallace in 1902, when it received an award of merit 
as shown by him before the R.H.S. 

It is these two last-mentioned varieties that have had so much 
to do with the parentage of the modern race of beautifully coloured 
freesias and have thereby enriched the genus to such a remarkable 
extent. 

Dr. Ragionieri of Florence, a noted hybridist, and Mr. T. 
Hoog of Haarlem were, I think, the first to start interbreeding 
Armstrongii with the older freesias, and obtained various new 
colours thus, the first of this new race to be certificated being 
Hoog’s variety Tubergeni, which obtained the R.H.S. award of 
merit in 1906. Dr. Ragionieri’s seedlings were sold, I believe, 
to a nurseryman who does not appear to have persisted with

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them. Mr. Hoog, however, raised a complete race, and has 
catalogued them for a number of years now. The late Rev. 
Joseph Jacob followed, and raised some very fine flowers, but 
after his death I fear some of his plants succumbed to disease. 
I began my own work with the freesia about 1904 by crossing 
refracta with the newly introduced aurea, which was a small and 
rather dirty yellow flower with no scent. I raised a flower or 
two of promise from my first cross and used the pollen of the 
best of these back on to refracta, being rewarded by the one 
I named Chapmanii, which the R.H.S. hall-marked with their 
award of merit in 1907. Mr. Jacob left some very fine yellows and 
orange-yellows at his death, and as I know he used Chapmanii 
largely, I imagine he crossed and re-crossed it with refracta and 
also, very probably, with Excelsior, a creamy flower of rather bad 
form but of size and great substance, of which no one seems to 
know the exact origin. I am inclined to think it is a collected 
form. In continuing my work I subsequently crossed the variety 
Leichtlinii with one of Hoog’s coloured seedlings called Salmonetta, 
and from this cross I got La France, which was much admired 
and which received an award of merit in 1917. In my notes 
I see I describe it as follows: ‘‘ Colour violet-mauve, with well 
defined white throat. Buds deep violet-purple. Foliage broad 
and plant stout and sturdy.”’ 

Mr. Dalrymple acquired from me the stock of La France, 
and states that he has bred a number of his best varieties from

it, including Wistaria (which was honoured by the R.H.S. with 
a first-class certificate) ; the large and handsome variety Beauty ; 
and, last but not least, Maryon, which in his latest list he refers 
to as ‘‘ the most beautiful of all freesias, large open flowers of a 
lovely shade of lavender mauve.”’ This one the R.H.S. recognised 
with an award of merit last year. The number of beautiful new 
things shown by Mr. Dalrymple in his recent exhibits was so 
extensive that it would take considerable space to note them all. 
It is evident that, although beginning only as recently as 1914, 
he has now outstripped all his competitors, and he has a most 
artistic and attractive method of exhibiting his flowers, both in 
cut bunches and as growing in their pots. 

In addition to those I have already mentioned, a lovely thing 
is Mrs. R. F. Felton, a creamy white of great charm, and Her 
Ladyship, a new one which is a real warm crimson, a most effective 
and almost startling colour in the freesia. And among the newer 
yellows, Golden Sunset, distinct in form and of very rich colouring ; 
and I like very much Tangerine, whose name almost describes 
the shade, a tone of very deep blood-orange. ‘To those who 
follow the fortunes of the freesia it is evident that finality has 
by no means been reached. Our friends across the Atlantic 
have not neglected the plant, and the latest news from the United 
States of America is of a remarkable novelty in the shape of a 
white variety named Elder’s Giant White, the flowers of which

are reputed to measure as much as 2}ins. across. Should this 
be interbred with the coloured forms, one may visualise a race of 
flowers far in advance, so far as size is concerned, of those we 
have at present. And this leads me to the question, ‘“‘ Does 
size count ?”’ Other things being equal, there is no doubt that 
it does in these days: one has only to instance the montbretia 
to see the part that size of bloom has played in the popularity 
of the flower.

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Form in freesias has certainly been much improved of 
late, breeders now generally entirely discarding the hooded or 
tubular form, which is replaced by the open expanded type, 
which is undoubtedly far more attractive. Freesias are not 
difficult flowers to grow if taken in hand by an intelligent cultivator, 
and the new colours are so refined and charming, the poise of the 
flowers on the stem so graceful, that on careful reflection I must 
decide in their favour against almost any flower I know for vase 
and general decorative use. F. HERBERT CHAPMAN. 


THE ALPINE GARDEN SOCIETY SHOW. 

r i NHE first annual show of the recently formed Alpine Garden 
Society was held in the Royal Horticultural Society’s Old Hall 
on May 8th and goth last, when a most interesting display of 

alpines was shown. The show, which was small owing to the few 
entries in the various classes, which were all represented, however, 
suffered by the size of the hall, which completely dwarfed the exhibits 
arranged on the tabling, and unless there is a vast increase in the 
number of exhibitors the organisers might well combine with one or 
two of the other smaller societies, such as the Auricula Society, and 
hold a joint exhibition which would justify the use of a large hall for 
their show. Owing to the lateness of the season, many of the plants 
shown were not in flower, and the plants were not seen at their best 
by the wide spacing between the exhibits. Alpines in pans and pots 
are not easy things to stage effectively unless they are in full flower. 

The size and appearance of the show were no criterion as to its 
quality, however, and many of the exhibits, both amateur and trade, 
had plants both rare and beautiful. Among the trade groups those 
of Messrs. Tuckers, Messrs. G. E. Welch, Mr. W. E. Ingwersen, 
Mr. Geo. Whitelegg, Messrs. Waterer and Messrs. Barr were out- 
standing, and each was awarded a silver medal. In a table rock garden’ 
which was exceedingly well arranged, Messrs. Tuckers showed drifts 
of 7Ethionema Warley Hybrid, Gentiana verna, Phlox reptans and 
the Heavenly Blue lithospermum, with some good encrusted saxifrages 
and haberleas. Dwarf irises, polyanthus, primulas and dwarf phloxes 
were prominent in other groups, and in addition to these Messrs. 
Barr showed the dwarf yellow Calochortus Benthami, a most charming 
Mariposa lily. Mr. Ingwersen showed himself to be an expert grower 
with a fine collection of plants in pots, in which he included many 
rarities, such as Primula Menziesiana and the white-flowered Ranunculus 
Seguerii from the Dolomites. The group would have gained greatly in 
appearance had more attention been paid to its arrangement. Messrs. 
Allwood had a small collection of varieties of their Allwoodii alpinus, 
which is a most excellent plant for both rock and wall gardening. 

Two non-competitive groups were staged by Mr. A. J. Sewell, 
Weybridge, who showed fine plants of P. Forrestii and several species 
of lewisias, and Mr. Roger Bevan, who had pans of Lewisia Leeana 
and L. oppositifolia in addition to a well flowered specimen of Silene 
Hookeri and a fine plant of Androsace arachnoidea. In the competitive 
classes the first prize for a stone sink suitably planted went to Mr. 
Samuel Wallrock, who showed a well planted trough. Mr. A. J. 
Sewell was first for a small rock garden not exceeding 3ft. by 3ft. His 
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small garden was particularly well executed, and it contained a fine 
variety of plants, among which the drifts of gentians and lithospermums 
were excellent. Dr. P. L. Guiseppi was second in this class with 
a well planted garden. These small table gardens suffered from being 
too small and too square in outline. Future schedules should allow 
the exhibitor more scope, so that a better and more natural effect 
might be gained. In the class for six pans of alpines personally 
collected by the exhibitor, Dr. P. L. Guiseppi and Mr. Roger Bevan 
were both awarded first prizes, and the former was highly commended 
and was awarded the Sewell Prize. Both staged collections of choice 
plants primarily of interest to the connoisseur in alpines. 

In the other classes for pans or pots of the representatives of the 
different genera Mr. Samuel Wallrock was a prominent prizewinnet 
along with Mr. G. P. Baker, who showed many choice plants, Mr. 
A. J. Sewell, who had a fine pan of Primula Forrestii among his 
exhibits, and Mr. Roger Bevan. Mr. S. Duruz showed some fine f 
rosettes of the beautiful Sempervivum ornatum, which is one of the 
many varietal forms of the common houseleek. The rosette is of a 
deep bronze red in its interior and of deep green towards the edge, 
There were several other good sedums and sempervivums shown. 
including the deep purple shining Malbyi and also exhibits of ferns 
and silver grey foliage plants suitable for the rock garden. 

The Society deserves every credit for its enterprise, after an 
existence of only some six months, and it is to be hoped that such 
efforts will meet with the success they deserve and that future exhibi- 
tions will not only show a great increase in the number of exhibitors 
but also in the scope covered by the exhibits, so that keen rock gardeners 
who only garden outside and have no alpine house might be encouraged 
to exhibit. Meantime there is little encouragement for them to do so,

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WROUGHT IRONWORK FOR GARDENS 


EARLY all the beautiful ironwork which decorates the 
gardens and approaches of our old country houses falls 
within a period extending a little over a hundred years. 
To all intents and purposes it is the eighteenth century, 
eighteenth century ironwork having acquired a significance 

rather like Queen Anne furniture or Tudor brickwork. To appreciate 
the suddenness in the rise of the smith’s craft into an art one cannot 
do better than go and look at the great gates of Ham House at 
Petersham which face the river, and then compare them, say, with 
those let into the railings of the Green Park in Piccadilly, which 
formerly stood on the other side of the street as the entrance to 
Devonshire House. The Ham House gates, it is now generally 
admitted, belong to a date later than the house itself and were 
made for Lady Dysart in the year 1671. They are severely practical 
and without any decoration whatever, but evidently they are an 
important example of their time of which few others survive. Those 
from Devonshire House are just about fifty years later and, with 
their pierced pilasters and elaborate overthrows, are among the 
finest of the numberless gates and grilles belonging to the first 
half of the eighteenth century. 

The man responsible for the astonishing development which 
can be measured by this comparison was Jean Tijou. His arrival 
in England coincided with William III’s landing, and his work 
at Hampton Court and St. Paul’s inspired a whole host of English 
craftsmen. His florid designs, however, imported from France 
and Italy, were foreign to our native tastes, so that while they 
provided the impetus, they did not point the direction in which 
English ironwork was to move. In the decoration of St. Paul’s 
along with Tijou were employed two or three other smiths, the 
most notable of whom was Thomas Robinson. It would seem 
that Robinson more than anyone else set the tradition of English 
eighteenth century ironwork. Besides what he did at St. Paul’s, 
gates of his designing are to be found at Belton, Carshalton and 
Grimsthorpe, while he was also responsible for the fine grille at 
New College, Oxford, and in all probability for the entrance gates 
and garden grille at Trinity. Robinson abandoned the unrestrained 
ornamentation in which Tijou indulged, and adapted his motifs— 
the lyre, the leaf and scroll—to form designs which accorded with 
the constructional lines of his work. The simple garden gate 
illustrated below is in his manner, though he often designed more 
elaborately than this. Set in a plain ironwork palisade between 
two handsome stone piers this little gate is a perfect example of 
the grace and graciousness of the best English work. Hundreds of 
contemporary examples, both as good or better, are to be found 
up and down the country, forming the entrance to a town house, 
or the more elaborate ‘“‘ great gates’”’ to hall or mansion, or a 
clairvoyée, or the division marking, as here, the limit between 
the terrace of a country house and the walled garden. 




















DELICATE IRONWORK 











The beauty of wrought ironwork is primarily one of silhouette, 
and there is something peculiarly satisfying in the sight of one of 
these designs outlined against a background of sky or trees. The 
charming scrolls which characterise English work are designed 
with the utmost care, narrowing slightly to their terminations. 
It is because most modern designs usually have a uniform thickness 
of iron that they fail to recapture the beauty of eighteenth century 
examples, although more often than not the design itself is also at 
fault. For the colouring of ironwork circumstances must decide. 
Against a dark background of foliage the iron will stand out as it 
should if it is coloured white, or it may be painted a fresh green 
where it is in the proximity of fine brickwork. But for the most 
part ironwork looks best coloured black, since it is usually seen 
against the sky in silhouette. Where, however, there are ornamental 
devices and escutcheons a restrained use of gilding is effective. 

Wrought ironwork, like most of the other arts and crafts, fell 
on evil days during the nineteenth century. An industrial age saw 
no other uses for iron than purely practical uses, and its decorative 
possibilities were almost lost sight of. Almost, but not quite. 
The country smith still continued to practise his craft, and if the 
traditional sense of design was lost, the traditional skill was still 
there waiting to be made use of. Meanwhile the Gothic revivalists, 
with their passion for reproducing everything medieval, did not 
neglect medizval ironwork, and if we wish to see Victorian examples 
of the ironsmith’s craft we must look in their churches, where men 
like Street and Pearson have left good, if painstaking, reproductions 
of Gothic designs. On the whole, however, iron to the Victorian 
was something practical and ugly, a view which still largely persists. 

Since the War, ironwork, in common with all the metal crafts, 
has woken up to a new life. More and more people are realising 
that iron need not be ugly, and that it has other uses in the park 
or garden than to provide spikes and railings. The chief difficulty 
to-day in using ironwork for decorative purposes is to know what 
designs to follow, for, as in architecture, the old traditions have 
been laid aside and no new one has yet been formulated. The 
daring designs of Brandt and other modern metal workers are mostly 
intended for interiors where the rest of the decoration is equally 
daring and ‘“‘ modern.’ But there is nothing modern about an 
English country garden which the work of the eighteenth century 
smiths suited so well. Sir Edwin Lutyens and other architects 
have revived the traditional designs successfully in their country 
houses, most of which themselves derive their inspiration from the 
eighteenth century. And until new designs are evolved it seems 
best to go back to the delicate work of Robinson and his fellows 
as astarting point. In any case, rather than obtain one of the formless 
iron gates or grilles advertised in catalogues of garden accessories, 
an eighteenth century design may very well be copied and given to 
a local blacksmith to carry out. ASS. Oo:
